It was said yesterday tlat the 
Pinkertons, in their preliminary report 
to the Tewelers’ Security Alliance, gave 
it as their opinion that an employe of 
the concern was concerned in the rob- 
bery. This was regarded as significant, 
@s according to their cdntract with the 
alliance the Pinkerton Agency was only 
supposed to work on a case until it had 
established the fact that a robbery was 
committed by employes. The Pinkertons 
were still working on the case last night, 
though. ~ 


Thinks Loot Is In the City. 


Commissioner Dougherty said yester- 
day that he was reasonably certain the 
Joot was still in the city, and that the 
fire in the store on Friday evening had 
been of incéndiary origin. The thieves, 
he thought, intended to burn up the 
jewel trays, charred remnants of which 


were found on Sunday by Acting Capt. 
Jones while he was poking around in the

tered the building after the alarm was 
sent in, he asserted, 

“YT want to make one thing clear,” 
the Commissioner said yesterday after- 
noon. ‘‘ Those jewel trays were taken 
down into the basement and the bot- 
toms were broken in. They were thus 
broken up into narrow strips, as you 
would break a cigar box cover. These 
strips were then piled up in a little 
heap under the shipping clerk's table 
and covered with paper, excelsior, and 
pieces of pasteb»ard boxes. There were 
five small ring trays and _ fourteen 
larger trays, twenty-four inches long. 
All these: have been accounted for.”’ 

The Commissioner said he thought the 
fire had been burning at least thirty 
minutes before it was discovered. i 

Marager Kirby was the last person in 
the store on Friday evening before the 
discovery of the fire He departed at 
6:07 o’clock, according to the records of 
the Holmes Protective Company which 
showed that its service went into opera- 
tion at that time. Mr. Kirby had also 
been in the cellar to lock the vault 
there. He had been alone in the store 
for. some seventeen minutes after Miss 
Emily Elizabeth Lucey, a jewelry de- 
signer, departed. The other employes 
had derarted still earlier. 

Mr. Kirby, it has been established, 
told Miss “Lucey to lock the safe. which 
on Saturday morning was found to he 
open arid empty, but, according to the 
police: Miss Lucey could not say 
whether she turned the combination or 
whether she simply closed the doors. 
Kirby, according to the police, said he 
did not trv the doors ‘afterward to see 
whether Miss Lucey had thrown the 
combination. 

Commissioner Dougherty is anxious to 
ascertain whether it was the custom to 
leave this safe unlocked, relying on the 
Holmes protection, as he thinks that an 
employe or employes, knowing of this, 
might have returned to the store after 
it was closed to commit the robbery. 


HELD IN WAINWRIGHT CASE. 


Gas Company Manager Accused of 
Causing Giri’s Death.

SALISBURY, Md., June 30. — Harold 
Smith, manager of the Home Gas Com- 
pany, one of Salisbury’s prominent 
men, was arrested to-day when a Coro- 
ner’s Jury returned a verdict accusing 
him in connection with the death of 
Florence Wainwright, a young woman 
who was employed in his office. 

The verdict was that “ Florence 
Wainwnght came to her death on Fri- 
day, June 20, at about 6:30 P. M., by a 
criminal operation performed in or 
about the Home Gas Company’s office, 
in .which ope.ation Harold M. Smith 
was implicated as an accessory thereto, 
both before and after the fact.”’ 

The case has caused a great sensa- 

fon in this part of Maryland. Smith is 
85 years old and married. His friend- 
ship for Miss Wainwright was the gos- 
sip of the town for months and when 
her body wus found in the office of the 
fas company suspicion naturally was 
directed at Smith.

INCOME.TAX PASSES 
THE SENATE CAUCUS, 


Vote So Close That Motion 
to Reconsider May Pre- 
vail To-day. 


FAMILY BURDENS THE ISSUE: 


Amendment Exempting Mutuel In- 
surance Concerns Struck Outer 
Attacks.on Free List Fall.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—After a de- 
bate that tasted all day the Senate Dem- 
ocratic caucus late this afternoon adopt- 
ed the income tax section as. amended 
by the Finance Committee with only two 
modifications. The most important of 
these changes rejects the committee 
amendment exempting mutual life in- 
surance companies from the income tax 
provision. But the vote was very close, 
and, as the attendance at. the caucus 
Was meagre, a motion to reconsider the 
vote will be offered to-morrow,: and will 
probably be carried. The exemptions as 
to mutual fire insurance companies and 
mutual marine insurance companies | 
were left as provided by the committee. | 

The other amendment merely changed | 
the term “dependent’”’ wife to “ non- 
taxable’ wife in the provision granting 
an additional exemption of $1,000. The 
committee’s provision exempting an ad- 
ditional “300 for each dependent child, 
not exceeding two in number, was re- 
tained. It was over the question of ex- 
emption that the debate hinged all the 
afternoon. |

WASHINGTON, June 30.—President 
Wilson will go by train to Gettysburg 
on July 4, instead of by motor, as orig- 
inally planned. He has prepared his 
speech. which will be brief. Immediate- 
ly after its delivery he plans to go to 
Cornish, N. H., to spend Saturday and 
Sunday with his family, returning to 
Washington the following Monday.

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., June 30.—John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., proved his ability 
as a fire-fighter this evening when fire 
destroyed a large brick stable on_ his} 
father’s estate at Pocantico. Hills. 
Under his personal direction 500 men, 
including the employes of the Rocke- | 
feller estate, and the firemen from | 
North Tarrytown, Tarrytown, and Briar | 
Cliff Manor succeeded in taking from 
the burning stable all the livestock and 
a& greater part of the farming imple- 
ments and vehicles, stored in the base- 
ment of the building. The stable, to-| 
gether with a large quantity of feed- 
stuffs, valued at more than $150,000, 
was a total loss. 

The fire originated in the northeast 
corner of the hay loft of the stable. It 
was discovered at 7:30 o’clock by Mrs. 
Fred Roe, whose family was one of the 
four that lived over the stable, and the 
flames were making great 
when Mrs. Roe telephoned John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., and called the Super- 
intendent of the estate. Practically the 
entire population of Pocantico Hills 
were aroused by the alarm of fire, and!

if any illegal condition should result 
from the proposed exchange of stocks 
under existing law the Government 
could freely assail it, if so advised. 

I think the court with propriety may 
approve of the provisions contained in 
the aforesaid third amended plan for 
the disposition of such shares of the 
Southern Pacific Company owned or 
controlled by the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company as shall remain after 
the proposed sale of 382,924 shares to 
the Pennsylvania Railruad Company, 
and of its entire holdings if such sale 
be not consummated. ; be 

These provisions put the disposition 
of such shares under the direction of 
the court. The proposal is to transfer 
them to a trust company, which shall 
become a party to the proceeding, and 
in effect an arm of the court. The 
trustee has no power to vote the 
shares except when and as directed by 
the court. Union Pacific stockholders 
will be entitled to subscribe for certifi- 
cates of interest issued by the trust 
company representing the shares in its 
custody, payment to be made either 
in full at the time of subscription or 
$25 per share then, and the remain- 
der within twelve months with inter- 
est at 6 per cent. : 

But the holders will have no voting 
will receive no dividends 
certificates are converted 
into stock of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and such conversion can 
only be made upon affidavit that the

PARIS, June 30.—The members of the 
American Commission on Agricultural | 
Organization, Co-operation, and Rural 
Credits were in session for two hours 
this morning at the Ministry of Agri- 
culture with the Commissioners spe- 
cially appointed by the French Govern- 
ment to assist them in their labors. Af- 
terward they were the guests of Am- 
bassador Herrick at luncheon at the 
Uniteqd States Embassy and then were 
received at the Palace of the Elysée by 
President Poincaré. 

Mr. Herrick in introducing the com- 
mission said:

NORWAY-AMERICA WIRELESS 


Storthing Ratifies Government's 


Contract with Marconi Company. 


LONDON, June 30.—The Norwegian 
Storthing has ratified the twenty-five- 
year contract between the Norwegian 
Government and the Marconi Wireless 


Telegraph Company for the erection and 
joint operation of high-power stations 
in Norway “and New England. When 
completed, they will send and receive 
direct messages over the longest dis- 
tance between any two wireless stations 
in the world. 

Two locations, twenty miles apart, 
will be chosen at once somewhere in 
Massachusetts or Connecticut, and the 
American Marconi Company will- bulld 
separate receiving and transmitting sta- 
tions similar to those now being con- 


structed at New Brunswick and Bel- 
mar, in New Jersey. They will form 
part of the world-encircling chain of 
stations, which includes San Francisco, 


Honolulu, Yokohama, Bangalore, and 
Alexandria. 

Under the contract, the Norwegian 
Government will spend $560,000 in build- 
ing a station at Stavanger. The receipts 
of the joint stations will be pooled and 
divided between the Government and 
the American Company. The stations 
will have complete equipment for re- 
ceiving and transmitting news matter 
and commercial and personal messages. 
The two stations will require the gserv- 
ices of forty men. They will be con- 
nected with all other points by tele- |;

While the primary object of the new 
stations is to connect the United States 
with Norway, they will also furnish a 
medium of communication with Sweden, 
Russia, and other parts of Northern

NOW THREATENING MURDER? 


Report That Women Will Attack 
Cabinet Ministers if Any Suf- 


fragist Dies in Jail.

LONDON, Tuesday, July 1.—Two big 
fires yesterday are attributed to mili- 
tant suffragettes. 

Baffikinrain Castle, at Balfron, 
Stirlingshire, was burned to the 
ground early in the morning. It con- 
tained over 100 apartments and cost 
$500,000 when it was built by the late 
Sir Archibald Orr-Ewing forty-eight 
years ago. Nothing but the bare walls 
are now standing. The castle was un- 
occupied. 

The railway station at Leuchars 
Junction, near St. Andrews, was en- 
tirely destroyed by fire yesterday 
morning. The loss is estimated at 
$10,000. 

The Daily Express publishes a sen- 
sational statement to the effect that 
the authorities have received informa- 
tion of an astonishing character re- 
specting the intentions of a small but 
dangerous section of the militant suf- 
fragettes. 

“The full details,” says The Daily 
Express, “are known only in the in- 
ner circle of the Home Office, but it 
is understood that the information 
obtained places beyond any doubt the 
determination of a few madwomen to 
add murder to their campaign of out- 
rage and destruction immediately any 
suffragette dies in prison. 

“Should one of the militants die 
while under sentence, although, of | 
course, her death would be a’result of | 
her own action in hunger striking, 
the life of no Cabinet Minister would 
be safe, and the lives of two prom- 
inent Ministers in particular would | 
be in the greatest jeopardy. 

“Every effort is being made to pre- 
vent details of the plans made by the 
women from leaking out, and official 
denials will doubtless be published.”

LONDON, June 30-—The Meat

BERLIN, June 30.—The Government

Only the Socialists, the Poles, and the 
Alsacians in Parliament voted against 
the final reading of the Armament bill, 
which increases the peace strength of 
army by approximately 4,000 offi- 
cers; 15,000 non-commissioned officers, 
and 117,000 privates, bringing the total 
of the perament force up to nearly 870,- 
00O men. 

The third feature of the exciting clos- 
ing sitting of the Reichstag before its 
adjournment for the Summer vacation 
was the vote on a clause in one of the 
bills for raising the necessary money to 
cover the new military expenditure. 
This definitely extended the provisions 
of the bill to the Federal Princes. 

The Government, in xnnouncing the 
willingness of the federated sovereigns 
to waive their existing exemption from 
taxation and to contribute to the ex- 
military expenditure, ex- 
pressly declared that this was a volun- 
tary act on their part. Later on it is- 
sued an ultimatum declaring that ahy 
legislation covering this point would be 
rejected as unconstitutional. The House, 
however, in passing the Dill, made the 
taxation of the Princes obligatory. 

The house adjourned till Nov. 20 after 
adopting all the measures for financing 
the army increases.

TO BE HEALTHY THOUGH HOT 


Advice of Agricultural Department 
as to Food, Flies, and Fliulds. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Des 
partment of Agriculture to-day issued 
the following practical suggestions in 
regard to keeping food and drink in hot 
weather, with a view to helping the 
public to avoid sickness from eating 


| Spoiled articles of diet: 


“While people should be careful 
about the condition of the food they eat 
at all seasons of the year, they should 
be particularly watchful during the 
Summer months. In hot weather, bac- 
teria multiply far more rapidly than 
in cold weather, and produce chemical 
changes in some foods which greatly 
lessen their nutritive value and often 
make them unfit for human consump- 
tion. Unfortunately, there is no quick, 
absolute, simple, practical way of de- 
termining the presence of hurtful bacilli 
in foods, or of obtaining positive evi- 
dence of the existence of ptomaines. 
The average family doses act kao the 
delicate apparatus needed for ¢tnese 
tests, nor the skill to detect these micro 
organisms. 

“The housewife will find eyes ard 
nose the safest practical detectives of 
bad food in hot weather. If any article 
has any suspicion of an unusual odor 
or looks abnormal, it should be avoid- 
ed. People eating in doubtful restagir- 

nts should be partcularly careful g¥out 
meats or fish cooked with a highly 
spiced or aromatic sauce, which might 
disguise a bad taste or warning odor. 
Only sweet smelling; clean food should 
be eaten. Spotted, green, slimy, or 
frothy raw meat, or meat which is soft 
in spots, also should be regarded with 
suspicion. Taste, of course, is a sup- 
plementary test, but one to be used 
A mother 
before she allows her child to eat any- 
thing should examine it carefully fn a 
good light, smell it, and finally taste it. 

““Milk particularly deteriorates rap- 
idly under Summer heat, especially if it 
already contains bacteria. Housewives, 
therefore, should see to it that their 
milk, after being left by the milkman, 
does not stand for any length of time 
on a hot back porch or stoop before it 
is put in the ice-box. Milk bottles should 
be kept closed, both in the ice-box and 
out of it. If there is any doubt at all 
as to the excellence of the local milk 
supply, pasteurize all milk. 

“All foods should be kept covered or 
wrapped, and always out of the reach 
of flies, which are deadly carriers of 
typhoid. All vessels, pitchers, &c., in 
which food is to be stored should first 
be scalded. Food should be handled as 
little as possible. The ice-box, espe- 
cially its drain pipe, should be cleaned 
thoroughly and frequently with boiling 
water and washing soda. A persistent 
battle should be waged against flies in 
all parts of the home. 

““Uncooked foods as a general prop- 
osition should be avoided. Children 
should not be allowed to eat the skins 
of fruits, especially fruits which have 
been exposed to flies or street dirt on 
unscreened stands or push-carts. 

“Those who go away for vacation 
should not get the idea that everything 
in a Summer resort or strange city is 
necessarily pure and wholesome. The 
danger of typhoid fever in covntry re- 
sorts is very great. Many of the cases 
of typhoid fever recorded in the Fall 


in cities where the water is pure had 
their origin in water or contaminated 


| substances drunk or eaten at some Sum- 


mer resort. Insist on boiled water. If 
you absolutely cunnot get boiled water, 
make very sure about the reputation of 
springs, wells, or tap water. Refuse 
absolutely to take any water that comes 
from a source near an outhouse or 
stable or in a neighborhood where 
fever is at all prevalent.’’

GOMPERS HAS DOCUMENT 


Told Labor Federation Officers All 
About It After Laying a Coun- 
ter Trap.for Van Cleave. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—Frank Mor- 
rison, Secretary of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, gave to THE New York 
Times to-night the text of a confidential 
report made by President Samuel Gom- 
pers to the oonvention of the federa- 
tion in November, 1907, telling the de- 
tails of the attempt made by Broughton 
Brandenburg, as the self-avowed agent 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, to bribe him into signing a 
so-called ‘‘ confession,’’ and agreeing to 
resign the Presidency of the federation 
in return for financial aid from the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
This is the plot that failed, described in 
the recent confession of Col. Martin M. 
Mulhall of his activities as a lobbyist 
in the employ of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation: 

The report, which is now made pub- 
lic for the first time, tells a remarkable 
story of how Brandenburg, no win Sing 
Sing, tried to ferte Gompers to sign a 
strange ‘‘ confession,” the writer urging 
that the officials of the Manufacturers’ 


Association knew of his evil life, but 
would take care of him financially if 


| he would sign the document and resign 
soon as head of the Federation. 


“What follows,” said Mr. Gompers 
at the outset of his report, ‘‘ records 
of the deepest degradation 


National Association of Manufacturers.” 

The report continues: 

On Sept. 28, 1907, when I was leaving 
the Victoria Hotel, Twenty-seventh Street 
and Broadway, a@ man accosted me: 
‘Hello, Mr. Gompers."’ I said ‘* Hello.’’ 

We shook hands. He said: ‘You re- 
member me. I was a newspaper man and 
met you on the platform at the immigra- 
tion conference last year. My name is 
Brandenburg.’’ I told him I was sure I 
had seen him somewhere, but could not 
locate him, and was pleased to see him 
again. He said: ‘‘ Mr. Gompers, Iam now 
in the employ of the National Association 
of Manufacturers in their campaign against 
labor, and I am against you, but I have 
known you and know you favorably and 
like you, and I think you ought to get 
together with Mr. Van Cleave and come to 
a better understanding as to your con- 
tentions, and I am in a position to help."’ 

I answered that our position toward the 
N. A. M. was defensive; that I did not 
aim to attack the organization as such 
or Van Cleave as its President, but was 
not going to permit him to make all sorts 
of attacks on me; that what our move- 
ment aimed to achieve was a better under- 
standing with employers, and, therefore, 
I was favorable to a conciliatory policy. 

He said he thought an interview between 
Van Cleave and myself could be arranged 
some time. He said, however, that it 
would necessarily have to be between Van 
Cleave and myself alone. I said we could 
discuss that matter some other time. 


Tried to Make Engagement. 


The Gompers statement says that when 
he returned to his hotel that night, Mr. 
Gompers found an unsigned note from 
Brandenburg, asking to be allowed to 
see Gompers on a matter of importance, 
but he had other engagements and could 
not see him. Then the report goes on: 


On Sept. 80 I received another unsigned 
note from Brandenburg from New York, in 
which he referred to the uncompleted con- 
versation with me, said he was passing 
through Washington, and requested me to 
go to Edgefield, 8. C., where he would go 
and expect my arrival within the next ten 
days, adding that there was nothing I 
could possibly do which ‘could have a 
mort satisfactory result for all concerned.”’ 

The same day, Sept. 80, I wrote him, 
saying I would not hesitate to go to Edge- 
field, but duties would not permit. I 
asked him whether it would be ‘possible 
for him to come here (Washington) on his 
return trip to New York. On that day, 
Oct. 14, I received a telegram, dated Oct. 
12, from Salisbury, N. C., from Branden- 
burg, saying he would arrive in Washing- 
ton Sunday morning and leave on the 
Pennsylvania, Railroad Pullman car Ca- 
liph. As the telegram reached me too 
late, I was unable to meet him. On Tues- 
day, Oct. 13, I wrote him these facts. If 


, also wrote him I would be at the Victoria 


Hotel, New York, Oct. 26, and that we 
might have an interview some time that 
day. He wrote me a note, Oct. 17, ex- 
pressing regret he missed me, as ‘‘ matters 
are most critical,”"’ and urging me to see 
him Oct. 19 Instead of Oct. o. I wrote 
him it was impossible, as I had confer- 
ences to attend in Chicago; that I would 
leave there the 25th, reaching New York 
the 26th. 

On my arrival at the Victoria Hotel, Oct. 
26, I was handed a note from Branden- 
burg, in which he said he had been to the 
hotel and.jeft a note requesting me to call 
— by telephone at his home, 71 Irving 

ace. , 


The Gompers report explains that at 
that time he was in New York for a 
conference with Vice President James 
Duncan and William D. Huber, of the 
Federation, and Messrs. Kirby, Hanna- 
han and Spencer of the Structural 
Building Trades Alliance. He told them 
the details of Brandenburg’s various 
attempts to see him. Then the report 
continues: 


They urged me to have a conference with 
Brandenburg, expressing the belief that 
Byandenburg intended to give a piece of 
important news regarding the operations 
of the N. A. M. | determined to postpone 
telephoning to Brandenburg until the con- 
ference which brought my colleagues and 
myself to New York was concluded. Bee 
tween that time, however, another note 
was left in the Victoria Hotel office for 
me, saying he (Brandenburg) would ’phone 
again. About 5:30 o’clock, while Duncan, 
Huber, Kiroy, Spencer, and Hannahan 
were in the room, the telephone rang again. 
Kirby, who went to the ‘phone, told me 
Brandenburg desired to speak with me. 
I told Kirby to tell Brandenburg 
I would be free in half an _. hour. 
In half an hour ha called me up. He ar- 
ranged to meet me in the lobby at 6:30. 

His persistent repetition that he wanted 
to see me alone rather aroused my sus- 
Picions, so I at least made up my mind 
that others, if possible, should see him 
when he called and note his coming, his 
going, and his manner. I stood with my 
pack turned to the clerk’s desk so that 
anybody who would come to accost me 
would have to do so with my back turned 
toward nim, in full view of those with 
whom I ‘vas conversing. While in that 
position Brandenburg tapped me on the 
shoulder. , 


Asks Gompers to Admit Evil Life. 


Gompers tells how Brandenburg ex- 
cused himself to go to a telephone at 


once, returned in ten minutes, and then 
Gompers and Brandenburg went to

Room 310. Gompers said Brandenbu 
seated, preferring to tal 
Walking the room. De- 
scribing Brandenburg’s visit on this oc- 
casion Gompers adds: 

He began to talk with the most pained 
expression on his face. His features were 
drawn. I repeat-as near as I can recol- 
lect hie remarks and what few words I 
uttered during the interview. He said: 

“The purpose of my coming to see you 
is of utmost importance to us. I am in 
charge of a certain bureau organized for 
the National Association of Manufacturers. 
The purpose of it ig to expose the im- 
morality and the dishonesty of the leaders 
in the labor movement and make it pub- 
lic. We have gone into the records of 
every prominent man in the American 
Federation of Labor. We have affidavits 
of a number of executive officers of na- 
tional union§ who implicate you and oth- 
ers, showing the immoral lives you have 
lived. All this fs gathered and most of it 
in sworn statements. 

“The time you were ill at Little Rock, 
Ark., in 1895, the nature of your illness is 
known. It was reported to us you had, 
expecting to Cle, made a statement, being 
a sort of confession. My object in coming 
to you is to say I want to save you. I 
want you to make a statement, something 
that would appear as if you had written 
it at the time, which would in no way 
cast blame upon yourself, but would show 
a spirit of broad kindliness to others 
whom you desired to save, @ sort of 
‘ Thanatopsis' ”’ 


Continuing, the Gompers statement 
gays that Brandenburg handed him a 
paper. Then it goes on: 

I read it twice,-and, realizing that he en- 
deavored to impress- upon my mind his 
knowledge of my supposed gullt, it was 
with the greatest mental concentration that 
I was able to contain myself. However, 
for the purpose of disarming any suspicion 
on his part that I resented his statement, 
and for the purpose of having him go on 
further, I said: ‘‘ Well, I do not pretend 
to have been an angel.”’ 

I made this statement for its literal truth, 
he evidently accepting it as a part acqui- 
escence in his insinuations. He proceeded: 

‘“‘] want to save you, and while I do 
not want to express in specific financial 
terms what the N. A. M. is willing to do, 
yet I can guaragtee that you will be finan- 
cially safe for the balance of your life. 
All you need to do is to give us the infor- 
mation we want of the other men, and 
give us the workings of the inner circle 
of your council and the general labor move- 
ment. 


Plan to Destroy Union. 


“We don't want you to get out of the 
Presidency of the A. F, of L. at the forth- 
coming convention, for the N, A. M. does 
not like Duncan any more than they do you, 
They realize that if you were to g@t out 
now it would mean he would be your suc- 
cessor, but in a month or two after your 
re-election at Norfolk you can get out, and 
the publication of al]l these matters in re- 
gard to the active men in the labor move- 
ment would destroy them, and they would 
have to get somé nobody to be President, 
and there would be little federation left,’’ 


“The fact,’’ continues the Gompers 
version, ‘‘that there was really no in- 
ner circle, and that I had no informa- 
tion of any immoral or dishonest acts 
on the part of Iabor men, had nothin 
to do with my frame of mind, but 
take it my state of feelings and frame 
of mind can be better imagined than I 
can attempt to describe it.’’ 

Gompers explains that about this time 
Vice President Duncan became impa- 
tient, and the conversation was ended. 
Gompers asked to be allowed to keep 
the typewritten statement wich Bran- 
denburg had asked him to sign. Gom- 
pers feigned that he wanted to look 
over the document and think the matter 
over. 

“The paper that Brandenburg asked 
me to sign has never left my posses- 
sion,” asserted Gompers. This statement 
was a sort of confession, Gcompers’ said, 
in connection with “the scurrilous and 
malicious attack in the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers’ organ, which 
followed a few days later.’’ 


The Proposed “ Confession.” 


Telling of other steps Gompers said 
that Brandenburg was very Insistent in 
trying to get back the typewritten “ con- 
fession,’’ which read as follows: 


So by devious ways I have come in view 
of the end of the period, Not far away is 
the final cessation of something mortal, 
That I know, but the mystery of the 
suspension of other things immorta] must 
yet be made ciear, Soon I shall stand 
where I shall see with unblind eyes, and 
to that point must come every one, no 
matter by what path, and the realization 
of that fact palllates the bitterness with 
which I could contemplate my own course, 
were it not true, 

For I have struggled with the humblest 
on a plane of equality, and I have walked 
and talked with the mighty ones of the 
earth and have lent them my power. The 
poor cigar maker's apprentice hag lived 
to become the master of a mi'lion minds, 
but is not even a master of himself, 

There is nothing of the whine in this. 
Emptied, broken, as I am, I have nothing 
to ask. Nothing I might achieve would 
matter in a little while, and this what I 
write is, after all, nothing more than my 
retrospective thoughts, expressed through 
the accustomed medium of my pen. Wis- 
dom is cumulative, and out of my abund- 
ance I might endow posterity. Vengeance 
by the law of compensation, overreaches the 
grave, and I might undo more mén a score 
of times than will regret my passing. Jus- 
tice is exquisitely elusive, and. I might 
with a truth, told here and there, palliate 
many a grave miscarriage. But why? 
Why should J, having driven on to my own 
aims, leave my own disabled chariot to re- 
trace the hippodrome? 

Each man in his day, be it great or small, 
exists in an attitude toward the world at 
large, in @ second attitude toward his {m- 
mediate associates, and in a third and al- 
most invariably differént, very different, 
attitude before his own inner consciousness. 
Stripped of the sophistry that served as a 
mental lubricant when in activity, I stand 
at halt, contemplating my own ego. 

I see lust of power that has triumphed 
again and again. 


Fept Brandenburg’s Letters. 


And there the ‘confession,’ which 
Gompers says he did not sign, abruptly 
stopped. Gompers said that Brandcn- 
burg wanted him | to sign on_the margin 
of the paper. Instead of doing so Gom- 
pers immediately after the interview 
with Brandenburg asked Vice Pres!- 
dent James Duncan to sign his initials 
and the date. Gompers also has _ pre- 
served what he exhibited to labor lead- 
ers when he reported his version of the 
matter at the Norfolk convention—the 
notes, letters, and scrap of paper which 
Brandenburg wrote or sent him, with 
the registered mark of the Victoria Ho- 
tel, showing the time of their recept 
there, also the letters and the envelope, 
sent by mail with the Post Office mark, 
—, hour and date, also the telegram 
sent him by Brandenburg. 

At the end of the interview, during 
which, Gompers says, Brandenburg tried 
to get him to sign this alleged ‘“ confes- 
sion,” Gompers said 'ne ‘‘ wanted to 
think the matter ovér and perhaps it 
would be better to have another inter- 
view.” This was arranged for 10:30 
o'clock Sunday morning, October 27, in 
Gompers’s room at thé Victoria Hotel. 
The Gompers report continues: 

When I met Duncan and Huber and one

or two others in the lobby’ of the hotel, 
they expressed their surprise of how near 

appeared to @ neryous collapse. I took 
out the typewritten document which Bran- 
fanbure had given me, and without showing 
ts face to him, I asked Duncan to put 
his initials on it with the date as a 
means of identification. He did so. If 
handed him my acy, asked him to go to 
my room at once, gather up all the papers 
on the dressing case, and take them to his 
room. I was apprehensive, 

We then went to a nearby restaurant, but 
I could not’ eat. We took a walk up 
Broadway, and returned to the hotel, when 
Duncan and Huber returned with me to my 
room, so JI could recount to them what 
transpired at the interview. The drawer of 
the table in my room was open. Duncan, 
with an exclamation, said: 

‘*Sam, somebody has been in your room 
since I took those papérs away. I went 
through that drawer, thinking there might 
be some papers you haa forgotten in there, 
but I closed it. Of that I am positive,’ 


Another Promise of Immunity. 


The story goes on: 

It ~vas then agreed that I should pursue 
the sa..6 course in the next interview with 
Brandenburg, and endeavor to find out the 
absolute truth as to whether he was au- 
thorized to act by Van Cleave of the N. 


A. M. 

The following morning Huber asked one 
of the chambermaids in the hotel whether 
anybody had been in the room after we 
left. She answered in the affirmative, 
saying that the man in the brown suit of 
clothes and wearing glasses had been in 
my roon,. ae 

The following morning Brandenburg met 
me in the lobby of the hotel. We went to 
my room. The promise of immupity from 
exposure and a guarantee of my finapcial 
future were repeated, Brandenburg stated 
that if I did not care to sign the type- 
written document he had prepared, ] might 
write somethirig on a sheet of paper, which 
would show age as having been written 
by me some twelve years ago in Little 
Rock, that would be practically a noth- 
ing; that he was sent to Little Rock to 
obtain a paper, which was supposed to he 
in existence, but that in his investigation 
he found simply a memorandum in_ the 
papers of a lawyer, who had since died, 
which were meaningless and having no con- 
nection with me; that this was of no 
use, and he wanted this statement, pur-~ 
porting to have been written by me at the 
time, which he could show to Van Cleave 
and others; that there was no foundation 
for the statement, and this was in line 
with his policy to safeguard me. 

I evaded the subject for a time with the 
statement that I realized the importance 
of the matter he preseeses to me, but TI 
did not feel like giving a definite answer 
there and‘then; but, after all, I had only 
a passing acquaintance with him (Brand- 
enburg,) and while I hed no doubt he 
had authority to act, yet I would want 
more direct assurance. 

He answered: ‘Do you mean that you 
Want to see Van Cleave ‘ personall and 
get the assurance from him?" | an- 
swered that I thought that was avout the 
only way I would feel warranted to act. 
He answered that Van Cleave might sus~ 
pect this was a trap. 

For allaying that suspicion I answered: 

“So might I regard your proposition to 

me.” 
He said: ‘You know I want to help 
you. The opposition {is against you par- 
ticularly, and against all others active in 
the labor movement, but I am desirous of 
saving you and having your service for 
us.”’ 

I quietly but firmly insisted upon an 
interview with Van Cleave as the only 
thing upon which I might give the matter 
further consideration, 


Couldn’t Get Van Cleave Meeting. 


The Gompers report recites the fail- 
ure of Brandenburg to arrange any 
such meeting with Van Cleave. Gom- 


pers said that Brandenburg gave vari- 
ous New York newspaper and maga- 
zine editors as references, but he de- 
clined to meet them unless Branden-~- 
burg should arrange a meeting with 
Van Cleave. 

Gompers added that Brandenburg, in 
an effort to convince him he was an 
authorized agent of the Association of 
Manufacturers, showed Gompers vouch- 
ers, warrants, and receipts for money 
paid to him as its agent. 


INQUIRY BY BOTH HOUSES. 


Dragnet Investigation of Lobby Cers 
tain—Wilson Is Pleased.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—With both 


houses of Congress determined to inves- 
tigate the charges of Col. Martin M, 
Mulhall of Baltimore concerning legis- 
lative lobbying, done by himself in 
Washington in behalf of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, it is evi- 
dent ek. the ony inquiry will last 
throu the session. 

From what President Wilson told call- 
ers to-day it was evident that he knew 
of the Mulhall allegations prior to their 
publication. There have been hints at 
the White House that the lobby inquiry 
would bring out facts that would cause 
a@ great stir. 

The President talked with Chairman 
Overman of the Senate Lobby Commit- 
tee during a visit to the Capito] this 
afternoon, and expressed keen interest in 
the developments that have followed his 
statement of a few weeks ago, when he 
made the assertion that “ lobbyists ’’ 
were busy in Washington. 

Discussing the Mulhall charges with 
the Washington correspondents to-day 
he said he believed the loby on tariff 
legislation had ceased to ‘ embarrass 
anybody but itself.” 

The Senate Lobby Committee to-day 
decided to go to the bottom of the 
charges made by Mulhall. Senators are 
inclined to be excited over Mulhall’s 
charges and insist that no effort be 
spared to get at the bottom of the ac- 
cusations, in order that steps may be 
taken to vindicate the good name of the 
upper house through action against 
members who may have been guilty of 
questionable or criminal conduct. 

The committes will meet Wednesday 
to hear the New Yorkers named in the 
testimony of Judge Robert 8S, Lovett, 
Edward Lauterbach and Representative 
A. Mitchell Palmer, in regard to alleged 
effort to induce the Union Pacific Rail- 
road to employ Mr. Lauterbach as coun- 
sel. Among those who will appear, it is 
reported, are Lewis Cass Ledyard, Paul 
Cravath, and David Lamar. 

Mulhall has not been summoned to 
appear before the committee that day, 
though his presence is expected. His 
charges will not be taken up, unless the 
committee changes its plan, before July 
8, when the committee will meet for the 
a time after the Fourth of July holi- 

ays. 


MeMichael Taken Into Custody. 


I. H. MeMichael, former Chief Page of 
the House of Representatives and now 
an elevator man in the Capitol, was 
sought by Senate subpoena servers all 


day to-day. He was arrested this even- 
ing by Col. Edwin A, Halsey, Assistant 
Doorkeeper of the Senate, and taken 
before Chairman Overman of the Senate 
Lobby Committee. He was released on 
his personal recognizance to appear 
when needed to testify concerning Mul- 
hall’s statement that McMichael was

Subpoenas were issued also for James

The 
subpoenas were sent to San Francisco, 
whence the two men have arranged to 
gail Thursday for New Zealand to in- 
vestigate business conditions. 


House Also to Start Inquiry. 


The investigation by the House will 


be conducted by a special committee, if | 
present plans are followed. Representa- 


tive Swager Sherley of Kentucky has 
arranged to obtain recognition by Speak- 


er Clark as soon as the House reas- 
sembles on Wednesday, and after he 
has denied the insinuation contained in 
the published narrative of Mulhall, that 
Mr. Sheriey was involved in the cam- 
aign of the National Association of 
anufacturers against labor legislation, 
he will offer a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of inquiry. 

It is the intention of the House lead- 
ers to have summoned before the com- 
mittee all members of that body, pres- 
ent and past, who are mentioned by! 
Mulhall. The House holds that its own | 
honor is impugned by the allegations. 

Congressmen named in the Mui- 
hall charges are issuing statements, 
some denouncing the allegations as | 
“malicious lies.’”” Many Congressmen | 
mentioned, however, who feel that they 
have been brought in without any spe- 
cific charges against them, wiil ask 
for a full inquiry. 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, 
who was one of those referred to in 
Col. Mulhall’s statement, said to-day 
that he had never heard of such a per- 
son. He said that James A. Emery, 
counsel for the National Association of 
Manufacturers, had on a few occasions 
filed briefs with him, but he was not 
sure whether he would recognize Mr. 
Emery on sight. 

It became known to-night that Vice 
President Marshall would appear be- 
fore the Senate and House Lobby Com- 
mittees in connection with the allega- 
tions of Mulhall that the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers helped to 
finance the campaign of James E. Wat- 
son for Governor of Indiana. Mr. Mar- 
shall was Mr. Watson's successful op- 
ponent in that campaign. The Vice 
President indicated that he would give 
testimony as to the character of the 
support received by Mr. Watson. 


Hughes Noticed Plans Leaked Out. 


Senator William Hughes of New Jer- 
sey, formerly a member of the House 
of Representatives, who is an ardent 
champion of labor, said to-night he had 


read the Mulhall statement with keen in- 
terest, because it gave him insight into 
some thing that had puzzled him. Sen- 
ator Hughes said he never understood 
how it was, whenever he planned to start 
labor legislation in the House and wished 
to keep his intentions secret, the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
would know about it some days in ad- 
vance, 

“You read, Senator, did you not, that 
portion of the statement in which Mul- 
hall says that McDermott and MecMi- 
chael kept him posted about labor legis- 
lation?’’ Senator Hughes was asked. 

“Yes, Sir.” 

** How do you think Mulhall learned of 
your plans in these matters? ¥ 

*“ Well, I suspect there was a fellow 
there in my confidence who told Mulhall 
what I told him.” 

‘Was it McDermott?" 

“‘I don’t think it fair to expect me to 
make any such charges as this until an 
investigation is had.”’ 

‘Was McDermott

COLE CHALLENGES MULHALL. 


Denies N. A. M. Financed His Cam- 
paign or That He Was Its Agent.

FINDLAY, Ohio, June 30.—-Ex-Con- 
gressman R. D. Cole denied to-night the 
charges made by Col. M. M. Mulhall 
that the National Association of Manu- 
facturers financed his campaign in 1908 
at the request of the late ex-President 


James S. Sherman, and that he later | 
aided the association by work in Con- 
gress. He said: | 

“IT never received a dollar from the! 
National Association of Manufacturers | 
or any one representing them. I financed | 
my own campalgn in 190s, although we);

“TY was informed that he called at my 
effice in Findlay during the campaign, | 
but I was in Washington at the time. 
If he left any money in the district ar | 
did a single thing toward obtaining me| 
the nomination it has never been! 
brought to my attention. 

“T obtained my nomination in_ 1908 
mainly through the influence of Presi- 
dent Taft and the State organization. 
The President sent word to Mr. Vorhees 
to do everything he could to obtain my 
nomination, and the State organization 
backed me in my fight. I did not re- 
ceive a contribution from Mr. Sherman, 
Mr. Loudenslager, or any one repre- 
senting the National Committee. I did 
not receive a dollar, directly or indi- 
peenys from any association or commit- 
ee. 

“During my entire service in Con- 
gress I may have received a communi- 
cation from the President or Secretary 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. If I_ did, I_ cannot recalj it 
at this time. I saw Mr. Emery once 
at the request of Col. Mulhall, prior to 
my nomination in 1908. He showed me 
the list of manufacturers in this dis- 
trict that were members of the National ! 
Association of Manufacturers. He had 





in your. confi- 
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a very limited number. Few of them 
took an active interest in politics, and 
some of them were already friendly to 
me. I don’t believe, from the member- 
ship of the association in this district 
at that time, that half a dozen votes 
could have been influenced by that as- 
sociation. 

“I never talked with Mr. Emery on 
the subject of Cannon or Cannonism, 
and I certainly never promised him or 
anybody else that I would be ‘ good’ 
in the future. 

“I challenge Mr. Mulhall or any man 
with him to show where I ever received 
a contribution, directly or indirectly, in 
any shape, manner, or form, from the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 
I challenge him to show a single in- 
stance in all my Congressional career 
where I acted as an agent or an emis- 
sary of the National Association of 
Manufacturers. If Col. Mulhall testi- 
ties: before the Congressional committee, 
I shall ask the privilege of making a 
statement.’”’ 


SAY N. M, A. BEAT THEM. 


Ex-Congressmen of Boston Think 
They Were Victims. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, June 30.—Commenting on 
Col. Mulhall’s allegations to-day, Jo- 
seph F. O’Connell, former Representa- 
tive from the Tenth District, said: 

“‘I do not know Mr, Mulhall; I never 
met him while I was in Washington. 
But I did know and had occasion to 
meet gentlemen who wanted me to help 
along their plans for the benefit of-cer- 
tain manufacturers with the votes that 
I would be called upom to cast. .I bo- 
came aware that there was a lobby of 
manufacturers in Washington. This 
lobby found that they could not handle 


me, 

““T don’t know whether I was formally 
marked for slaughter or not, for I have 
no actual evidence of money or in- 
fluence being used against me. But 
when I was elected by but four votes 
over Mr. Galvin and then defeated at 
the next election it did not take me 
long to determine in my own mind just 
what means were used to defeat me. 

“‘I introduced a bill in Congress just 
like the one that has recently been 
signed by President Wilson, exempting 
labor unions from _ prosecution under 
the Sherman law. This was just after 
the Danbury trouble. From that time 
I was the target of the manufacturers, 
their spies and their itobbyists.’’ 

Former Congressman John A. Keliher, 
whose defeat for re-election has been 
charged to the National Association of 
Manufacturers, said: 

‘The people of Boston are familiar 
with the circumstances attending my 
defeat for re-election three years ago. 
They know the forces which, despite 
the strong demand on the part of the 
business interests that I be returned, 
were responsible for my defeat.” 


' DENY AIDING WATSON. 


South Bend Manufacturers Contra- 
dict Assertions of Mulhall.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., June 30.—South 
Bend manufacturers made general de- 
nial to-day to the statements of Col. 


Mulhall, former agent of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, that $20,- 
000 was raised here to help elect J. E. 
Watson Governor of Indiana in 1908, 

‘“*T am not a member of the National 
Manufacturers’ Association, nor did the 
Studebaker Corporation contribute in 
any way toward the nomination and 
election of Watson,"* said Clement Stude- 
baker of the Studehaker Corporation. 
‘**T myself gave $1,000 toward the na- 
tional campaign in 1908. I gave my 
own personal check, which was sent to 
the Republican Committee at Indianap- 
olis by mail.

Miller was my man, and I did 
all for his nomination that I possibly 
could. I did not know Watson until! 
after his nomination. Not a dollar was 
given by the corporation or even by 
me to the support of Watson.’’

This was my 
own individual donation, and I intend 
to give for the support of the party in 
the future.

There is the 
name of a man on that list that I never 
heard of before, and, therefore, it would 
have been impossible for me to have 
given the list of names to him.

SUBS GEN. DU PONT 
1N-$28,000,000 DEAL 


Andrews Says Powder Man Dis- 
placed Him as Architect for 
Equitable Site Building. 


PUTS DAMAGES AT $680,000 


After Drawing Plans and Arranging 
the Finances, Architect Says 
He Was Supplanted. 


Gen. T. C. du Pont, head of the du 
Pont de Nemours Powder Company, was 
served at the Hotel McAlpin yesterday 
morning witn a summons and complaint 
in a suit brought by F. M. Andrews & 
Co,, architects, to recover $680,000 for 
their alleged services. Here is Mr. 
Andrews’s version of the circumstances 
that led to the action: 

When the new and towering office 
building was first planned for the site 
of the old Equitable Building, which 

| was destroyed by fire, Mr. Andrews, as 
| architect, submitted sketches for a new 
structure, and conceived a plan to ob- 
tain money to finance the project. It 
meant a matter of $28,500,000, or there- 
abouts, and he had arranged, he said 
yesterday, for all but $6,000,000 of this 
when he went to his friend, Gen. du 
Pont, and asked him to assume finan- 
cial responsibility for the undertaking. 
| The General accepted the invitation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Andrews, and a com- 
pany was formed. Mr. Andrews asserted 
that it was stipulated that he was to 
be the architect, and, furtnermore, that 
he was to- receive $1,000,000 in common 
stock. Tne working drawings, he said, 
after due revision, were nearly com- 
pleted, and he had just returned from 
Europe, when he learned that Gen, du 
Font had formed a new company, de- 
livered his contract to purchase the 
Hquitable site over to it, and had ap- 
pointed Burnham & Co. of Chicago ar- 
chitects. As far aS hé could make out, 
he said, he was to get notning. There- 
fore he brought the suit. 3 

“In this synopsis of my story,’’ said 
Mr. Andrews, ‘‘ you will see that I have 
walked slam-bang into the methods of 
finance so effectively portrayed for the 
last few years in the fifteen-cent maga- 
zines. Now, it strikes me that such 
methods are out of date. They may have 
been all right twenty years ago, but to- 
day they are bad form. Things that 
may work very smoothly in a pocket

Gen. du Pont could not be found yes- 
terday afternoon at the Hotel McAlpin, 
of which he is part owner and which Mr. 
Andrews designed. His lawyers, Simp- 
son, Thatcher & Bartlett, declined to 
discuss the case. Inquirers were referred 
to Louis J. Horowitz of the Thompson- 
Starrett Company, and he said Gen. du 
Pont did not admit anything was due 
Mr. Andrews, Gen. due Pont’s answer 
jto Mr, Andrews’s allegations need not 
be filed with the County Clerk for 
twenty days, and Ulman & Streitwolf, 
counsel for Mr. Andrews, said they an- 
ticipated that the suit would be shifted 
to the Federai courts because Gen. du 
Pont is a citizen of Delaware. 

Mr. Andrews's company has_ done 
architectural work on many buildings 
throughout the country. His firm. built 
the State Capitols of Kentucky and 
Montana and much of the architectural 
work for the National Cash Register 
Company’s plant at Dayton, Ohio; the 
United Shoe Machinery plant at Boston, 
the Hotel McAlpin, the Hote! Taft in 
New Haven, and many other hotels in 
other cities. He has no criticism to 
make of Burnham & Co. of Chicago, the 
;present architects for the building on 
| the Equitable site. which he had ex- 
! 





pected to design. He says it is the most 
important architectural firm in the 
world. The late E. H. Burnham was 
the architect for the World’s Fair in 
Chicago. Mr. Andrews’s grievance, he 
savs. is against Gen. du Pont. 

“He is to have control of the most 
valuable piece of real estate in the 
world, and it will not have cost him a 
cent,”” Mr. Andrews said. ‘In addi- 
tion to doing much architectural work 
at considerable expense, I engineered 
the deal which made possible Gen. du 
Pont’s present enviable position, and, 
according to his reckoning, I am to get 
j nothing. Well, we shall see.”’ 

Mr. Andrews pointed out that the ar- 
'rangements between him and Gen, du 
| Pont were not only oral, but written; 
that the contracts were drawn with the 
General on one side of the table and 
he on the other, and with witnesses, in- 
cluding Mr. Andrews’s lawyers, present. 

“The persons who first contemplated 
erecting a new building on the Equi- 
table site,’’ he said, ‘‘ asked for sketches 
from Burnham & Co., and later called 
me in to get some fresh ideas.

PYLE REALTY $357,617. 


Only Part of Pearline Man’s Prop- 
erty Taxable in New York. 


James Tolman Pyle, President of the 
Pyle Pearline Company, left New York 
realty, valued on the day of his death, 
Feb. 8, 1912, at $357,617, according ‘to 
the New York County appraisal, which 
was filed yesterday. Mr. Pyle was a 
resident of Morristown, N. J., and the 
only property taxable under the New 
York State laws was his realty, in the 
larger part of which he held one-half 
interest under the will of his father, 
James Pyle, the founder of the soap 
business which bears his name. 

The most valuable realty in the es- 
tate was 538 and 540 Washington Street, 
appraised at $310,000, in which he owned 
one-half interest, and 218-230 Hudson 
Street, valued at $270,000, in which he 
held a one-fourth interest. Deductions 
fur debts and administration exnenses 
left a net New York estate of $291,079. 
All his property he bequeathed to his 
wife, Mrs. Adelaide M, A, Pyle, stating 
in his will that she could better provide 
for his children unhampered by any 
conditions he might impose.

TAKES PRISON TERM. 


REFUSES TO CONFESS 


Rader Wanted 
Corroboration for His 
Story of Thefts. 


Zerillo Says 


SAYS HE HELPED POLICE 


Four Detectives Are Likely to be 
Indicted as the Result of 
Rader’s Confession. 


Frank Zerillo, the east side fence 
whom Isidore Rader, the Fagin and 
fence, named as his greatest competitor 
in the systematic business’ of robbing 
merchants and railroad companies, was 
still of the belief when he was seen yes- 
terday in his cell in the Tombs that he 
would rather do anything on earth than 
make a confession of his transactions to 
the District Attorney.

Here I am 
now, sentenced to Sing Sing, while Ra- 
der, who admitted all these things, is 
still awaiting sentence.

Zerillo accused an Italian banker of 
opening some of his letters and turning 
the contents over to the District Attor- 
ney.

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FIRST TRAIN RUNS 
IN LOOP SUBWAY 


Just a Demonstration, Which 
Proves the Line Will Be in 
Service by Aug. 1. 


GOOD LIGHT AND FREE AIR 


Automatic Stops to Make Accidents 
Scarcely Possible — Wooden 
Cars at the Start. 


The first passenger train was run 
yesterday afternoon through the Loop 
Subway, from just north of Chambers 
Street, under the Municipal Building, to 
the Delancey Street station. It was 
only an experimental train to give ocu- 
lar demonstration of the progress that 
has been made, but it was proof that 
in all probability the Broadway, Brook- 
iyn, trains of the B. R. T. system wouid 
be running to City Hall Park by about 
August 1. 

Chairman McCall, Commissioner Wil- 
liams, Travis H, “Whitney, Secretary of 
the Fublic Service Commission, and 
Robert Ridgway, engineer in charge of 
construction, were in the party, which 
gathered in the rotunda of the Munici- 
pal Building, which is stlill in the hands 
of the contractors, and they descended a 
flight of steps to the Subway 
mezzanine, This extends under the 
building and will gtve ample space for 
the crowds which will use the station 
to move about. <At present it will be 
reached only from the northern side 
and will have three entrances, one at 
Centre and Lafayette Streets, another 
at Centre and Park Streets, and the 
third still further to the east, in Park 
Street. 

The cars used yesterday were two of 
the ordinary wooden ones of the 
R. T. When the operation is begun 
it will be necessary for a time to rely 
on this type, as it is not yet definitely 
settled what kind of cars should be in- 
stalled permanently. The, BB; Bao DT 
wants to order steel cars considerably 
larger than those now used by the In- 
terborough. It prefers a car 76 feet 
long by 10 wide instead of the Inter- 


borough cars, 51 feet long by 8% feet 
wide. The larger size would give more 
seating room and would increase still 
more the standing capacity, but there 
are difficulties with regard to the oper- 
ation of the bigger type over some 
points of the system, and the engineers 
are uncertain whether these difficul- 
ties can be overcome. 

As it is, the loop subway gives the 
idea of considerably more space than 
the old Interborough line. Its roominess 
is made evident at the sharp curve 
from under Centre Street into Delancey 
Street. There the engineers, in laying 
out the temporary line, have found it 


broad 


} unnecessary to make nearly as wide a 


curve as.the structure itself permitted. 
Then space has been provided along the 
side walls for ‘‘ benches,’’ wide enough 
for persons to walk along single file 
with ease. 

This bench is on the same level as 
the platform, so that in case of an ac- 
cident the passengers could step from 
the trains on to it without going down 
to the tracks, and it leads here and 
there to stairways built outside the 
main structure, and to make emergency 
exits to the street above. Still further 
to take from the loop the objections in- 
cidental to underground travel, a spe- 
cially large number of lights have been 
let into the roof, and in many places 
the electric lights which will be strung 
along it will be supplemented by day- 
light coming in from above. 

Unlike the present Interrborough, each 
of the four tracks of the loop line will 
be separated from the next by a con- 
crete wall. In the case of the wall be- 
tween the two uptown and the two 
downtown tracks, only a few apertures 
have been left, through which trackmen 
may step when a train is approaching. 
The wall between the two uptown 
tracks- and: the wall between the two 
downtown tracks, however, has been 
broken from top to bottom by openings 
at frequent intervals for the same safe- 
ty purposes. By the erection of these 
walls, it is hoped that a flow of air 
may be set up by the trains themselves, 
which will draw in from above suffi- 
cient air to keep the atmosphere in the 
leoop always cool and fresh. 

Between Chambers and Delancey 
Streets there will be two steps, at Canal 
Street and at the Bowery. Just below 
Canal Street the two tracks from the 
Manhattan Bridge will eventually come 
into the loop line. At present, however, 
the connection with the Manhattan 
Bridge has not been completed by the 
Bridge Department, so that it will be 
some time yet before the Fourth Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, trains come through to 
Chambers Street. At the Bowery it has 
been necessary to go pretty deep in 
order to leave space overhead for a 
possible subway under Third Avenue 
and the Bowery. So escalators have 
been provided to serve the public. 

Near the Delancey end of the loop 
line everything except the permanent 
rails and the signaling system is already 
in place, and almost the only thing that 
betrays that the construction is not over 
is the remains of the thin wall, which 
was broken through between the Delan-- 
cey Street Station, constructed by the 
Bridge Department, and in use for 
months, and the new line built by the 
Public Service Commission. 

rhe automatic ‘‘trips,’’ which the 
present Subway uses for its express 
trains, will be placed on the loop local 
tracks as well, and by the time the 
will be made practically impossible. 


SUFFRAGISTS OUT FORA STIR 


Celebrate To-day for Illinols and 
Parade with a Wagon of 1776. 


At 12 M. to-day, Western time, one 
and one-half million women become 
voters in Illinois and a little later the 
victory of the Western women will be 
celebrated by the New York women be- 
longing to the Woman Suffrage Party. 
With an automobile decorated with Illi- 
nois banners they will make a tour ot 
the shopping districts here and hold a 
series of street meetings urging the 
people to “awaken and bring the East 
up to the standard of the West.’ 

Leaflets will be distributed telling the 
history of the Illinois victory and urg- 
ing the New York men and women to 
co-operate for work in this State. 

One thousand seven hundred and sev- 
enty-six will be alongside’ 1913 in ve- 
hicles this afternoon when the ola 
wagon that is to be presented to the 
New York State Suffrage Association at 
2 P. M. is taken out on its first suf- 
frage parade at 2:30. The wagon was 
made by Ebenezer Conklin somewhere 
down on Long Island in the historic 
year of 1776.

Soda Fountains to Flow Free for 
Motion Picture Women. 


The women who come here next week 
with their fathers or husbands to attend 
the Motion Picture Men's National Con- 
vention, and the Moving Picture Exhibi- 
tion that will be coincident, are going to 
be entertained Javishly during their 
week in.

GANG IN TAXIGAB 
RIOTS AND ROBS 


Terrorizing About Columbus 
Circle in Daylight and Commit 
Three Hold-Ups in an Hour. 


CALLONCHARLOTTE POILLON 


Not Admitted and They Beat Up a 
Poor Tailor — Five Men and— 
Chauffeur All Intoxicated. 


For more than an hour ‘yesterday 
morning, beginning about § o’clock, a 
taxicab with five men, all tinder the 
influence of liquor, and a drunken 
driver cruised up and down Broadway, 
between Ninety-sixth Street and Colum- 
bus Circle, stopping now and then at 
some designated spot to permit the oc- 
cupants to alight and commit some 
depredation. Complaints hegan to pour 
thick and fast into the West Sixty- 
eighth and West 100th Street Police 
Stations, and soon a group of detectives 
were on the trail. 

The first visit of the taxicab riders, 
so far as the police are informed, was 
paid at the apartment house at 311 
West Ninety-fifth Street, where four 
of the passengers entered and demand- 
ed to be taken in elevator to the apart- 
ments occupied by Miss Clara Smith, 
who, it appears, is better known as 
Charlotte Poillon, one of the Poillon 
sisters. The elevator runner refused to 
comply with their demands, 

While he was parleying with them, 
Solomon Present, a tailor, of 272 West 
Ninety-sixth Street, came in to deliver 
a suit of clothes to one of the tenants. 
One of the men seized the bundle, while 
his companions beat and pummelled the 
tailor. The four made a@ hurried retreat 
in the taxicab, which shot around the 
corner and turned south into. Broadway, 

The next heard of the group was when 
James Aiken, a clerk employed in 
Riker’s drug store at Broadway and 
Ninety-sixth Street, reported that five 
men had entered the store and de- 
manded that he deliver to them the 
contents of the cash register. Aiken, 
noticing their condition, took a $1 bil 
from the till and shoved it at the ring 
leader. 

‘Well, this will buy a few drinks,” 
the petty bandits agreed, and left the 
store to enter the taxicab, which again 
turned south. 

By. this time Detectives Quinn, Dal- 
ton, Donnelly, L’Heureaux, and Boyle 
were scouring Broadway for the taxicab, 
the number of which had been reported 
as 54,983 N. Y. Dalton and Donnelly, 
following the southward trail, had gone 
downtown in the Subway as far as Co- 
lumbus Circle. When they emerged 
from the Subway they saw a taxicab 
bearing the number reported to the po- 
lice stationed near the corner of Fifty- 
ninth Street, on the west side of Broad- 
way. The chauffeur appeared helpless 
on the driver's seat and the cab unoc- 
cupied. The detectives decided to lie 
in wait, 

Soon their vigilance was rewarded. 
They heard cries from West Fifty-ninth 
Street and saw two men running toward 
the taxicab at the corner of Broadway. 
The chauffeur pressed the magneto but- 
ton’ and the engine began to throb. As 
the two fugitives were about to clamber 
into the machine the detectives covered 
the driver with their revolvers and 
pi2ced the two suspects and their driver 
under arrest. 

It developed later that the fugitives, 
John Kelly, 28 years old, of 123 West 
162nad Street, and Harry Schumacker, 
22, of 221 West 43rd Street, had just 
assaulted Charles Markell, ‘lunehman, 
in front of his restaurant at 316 West 
59th Street, and relieved him of $7 in 
cash, after which they had pitched him 
head foremost down an open cellar way. 

While the detectives were arresting 
their three prisoners and were pre- 
paring to board the taxicab to take 
them to the 100th Street Police Station, 
Patrolman Whipple of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station grabbed a man 
who came dashing out of, Donovan's 
Dancing Academy at 110 West Sixtieth 
Street with a bundle in his arms. He 
proved to be James Daly, 22 years old, 
a third passenger of the pirate taxicab. 

With the remaining two members of 
the crew he had visited the dancing 
school and after terrorizing Clarence 
Brennan, an instructor, who was alone 
in the place, had south to rifle the cash 
register.

THE TIMES continues to receive replies 
from country bankers expressing their 
opinions of the proposed Federal Re- 
serve currency plan.

Twenty-five asserted that they would 
surrender their national charters and 
become State banks if the bill became 
law, while only nine expressed a de- 
termination to continue their national 
charters. under such an arrangement.

HITS BOARD OF ESTIMATE 


“Senseless Expenditure,” Says Mr. 
Chesebrough, ‘“‘Has Brought the 
City to the Verge of Bankruptcy.’ 


Several hundred taxpayers gathered at 
Turn Hall, Highty-fifth Street and Lex- 
ington Avenue, last night, and heard 
William H. Chesbrough, President of 
the City Economy League, and other 
members of that organization vigorous- 
ly denounce the officials of the Board of 
Estimate for what they called a reckless 
expenditure of city money. The speak- 
ers insisted that the candidates to be 
nominated in the coming municipal cam- 
paign should be made to realize that 
the city was on the verge of bankrupt- 
cy, and that economy and relief from 
overtaxation should be the battle cry. 

The league, which is under the au- 
spices of the United Real Estate Own- 
ers’ Association, intends to take a spir- 
ited part in the coming campaign, and 
thousands of copies of its ‘‘ Declaration 
of Principles’’ have already been sent 
broadcast. Last night’s meeting was 
the first of many that will be held from 
now on. Dr. Abrahm Korn presided, 
and all the speakers were enthusiastical- 
ly applauded, 

“It is time the taxpayers should get 
together,” said Mr. Chesebrough. “ We 
are facing a strange situation. We find 
that extravagance and senseless ex~ 
penditure has brought our city to the 
verge of bankruptcy. We thought that 
four years ago our city officials had 
begun to appreciate the situation, and 
that they would adopt a policy of 
economy and retrenchment. But such 
has not been the case. Now the people 
are aroused as they have never been 
| before. We are tired of having our 
millions recklessly voted away by men 
who have 1.0 money of their own. In 
the fight we are making non-partisan- 
ship must be our cry. We must forget 
yarties and political prejudices and 
insist that the city’s atfairs shall be 
conducted on a basis of common _ sense.

President Winson is reported to 
have. said that it’ was unthinkable 
that any. President of the United 
States should have the “ audacity” to 
use the powers granted by the Cur- 
rency. bill “for political purposes.” 
With all due respect, we are of the 
opinion that it would require some- 
thing like audacity, that is, !t would 
require courage and inde- 
pendence, for a President to use this 
power without regard to political 
effect. 

Primarily the power consists in the 
appointment of the Federal Reserve 
Board of Directors. Three of these 
are ex officio members—the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and the Controller of the 
These are usually political 
appointees. It would be an extraor- 
dinary occurrence, indeed, if these 
officers were chosen solely for their 
fitness to do their own work, to say 
nothing of their fitness to do the dif- 
ficult and intricate work the Cur- 
rency bill assigns to them. They are 
habitually chosen from the party in 
power, and their choice is inevitably 
influenced by political and party con- 
siderations. In the choice of the re- 
maining four members of the board 
the President would have a freer 
hand. But it is extremely doubtful 
whether -he could act entirely inde- 
pendent “of political considerations. 
For instance, it would be wise for him 
to select four experienced bankers, 
and most experienced bankers would 
try to conduct the system with the 
least possible intervention by the 
*Government. But he has to secure 
confirmation in the Senate for his 
nominations. Could he count on that 
if he entirely disregarded political 
considerations? 

Perhaps the most important func- 
‘tion of the Federal Board of Reserve 
would be in connection with the issue 

of Government paper. Many bankers 
regard such issue as a vicious device, 
fraught with unlimited danger to the

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OVERWORKING GOVERNMENT. 

On scandals’ head scandals accumu- 
late, and the worse government is 
shown to be the greater is the de- 
mand that government shall do for 
all what men are unable to do for 
themselves. The oddity of it is that 
each people thinks that its own gov- 
ernment is best, although there is a 
striking similarity in the defects of 
all governments, and with a change 
of names the truth about one might 
be told of the rest. The Germans 
were shocked when one of t!:; Amer- 
fcan Agricultural Commissi "S$ 
Berlin the other day asked ‘there 
was graft in Germany as there is in 
the United States. At ti Prussian 
Upper House reception to the com- 
mission its representative explained 
that the inquiry was meant to be how 
Germany prevented graft. The fact, 
of course, is that Germany does not 
prevent graft, and the scandals in 
connection with the promotion of 
“ patriotism ” by the armament mak- 
ers challenge comparison with, any 
anywhere, 

In Italy this week has been re- 
elected a Deputy convicted of embez- 
zlement, and the graft in connection 
with the Palace of Justice and Victor 
Emmanuel monuments is still fresh in 
recollection, both through the trials 
of the grafters and the report of the 
Parliamentary Commission. The Hun- 
garian Cabinet has just resigned be- 
cause the officers of the administra- 
tion of the Bank of Hungary were 
charged with grave derelictions, the 
charge being that the Premier had 
sold private property to the nation 
for excessive profits and had _ ob- 
tained $700,000 from the Bank of Hun- 
gary for political purposes in ex- 
change for concessions, In Austria 
secrets of the national defense have 
been sold by high officials, who com- 
mitted suicide in the dramatic man- 
ner readers of the current news will 
remember. Russia’s defeat by Japan 
was due to unpreparedness partly 
because of the diversion of public 
| funds to private uses. Nor does this 
complete the list. 

The purpose of recalling these unt- 
versal scandals is not to condone our 
own, but to suggest whether the in- 
ability of any government to get its 
proper work done properly is not 
sufficient reason for refusing to ex- 
tend the functions of government to 
new and difficult tasks. It is not 
easy to preserve order and admin- 
ister justice, and government opera- 
tions are large-scale business. But 
those tasks are much less complicat- 
ed than those of business which are 
being thrust upon government every- 
where, and nowhere more than in 
the United States and the various 
States. Our nation, without a bud- 
get and without any system of coin- 
mercial accounts, is being urged 
toward ownership and operation of 
public utilities at the very time that 
its ordinary functions are shown to 
be subject to improper influences. An 
electorate which shirks the simple 
task of selecting competent repre- 
sentatives is asked to take up the in- 
finitely more .difficult task of direct 
government, by itself administering 
and overseeing the administration of 
laws involving the most delicate ques- 
tions of finance and economics. 

That way lies something worse than 
scandal. The perversion of public 
resources to ‘private. profit lies at the 
root of the scandals, and they might 
be expected to grow in proportion as 
the funetions of governments are ex- 
tended from public to private en- 
terprises, After governments have 
learned to govern {it will be tinte to

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when administered by those interested 
in the results, and responsible for 
them, in a manner it is impossible tc 
impose upon politicians. 


WASHINGTON MARKET. 

Mrs. Heatu of the Housewives’ 
League is quite within her rights, and 
is doing a public service, in calling 
attention to the noisome and un- 


healthful conditions in Washington 


Market. Mrs. Heatu finds that the 


provision of the Sanitary Code re- 
quiring that foodstuffs exposed for 
sale be covered or screened is wholly 
disregarded, and the flies battening 


in the offensive rubbish multiply by 
the million and communicate germs of 


disease to the perishable wares. The 
garbage of this city market should 
be removed before marketing hours. 
If its floors cannot be laid in concrete, 
the wood should at least be renewed, 
permitting no rotten areas which are 
mpracticable to clean. It is distinct- 
ly a good sign that public-spirited wo- 
men should call attention to such 
public nuisances, which the male guar- 
dians of the common welfare are 


prone to ignore. 
Municipal markets in other cities 


are provided with refrigerating plants 
that run cold air into glass-inclosed 
compartments in each marketman’s 
stand. They have. concrete floors, 
easily cleaned. Would it be too diffi- 
cult to renew Washington Market and 
bring it up to date? 


ENCOURAGEMENT IN MISSOURI. 

Missouri procured the ouster of the 
Oil Trust, and, on the distress of its 
business men, it reversed itself, and 
yesterday the trust was allowed to 
continue its business within the ex~- 
pelling State. The immediate result 
is the announcement that several 
millions will be expended in enlarg- 
ing plant and extending trade. The 
politiclans may rage, but those who 
buy and sell to their satisfaction will 
vote according to their taste rather 
than according to the politicians’ de- 
sires for vindication of their trust- 
busting policy. 

There was also published yesterday 
the result of the insurance litigation. 
It will be recalled that Missouri used 
a double-barreled gun in this case. 
Its Attorney General sued the com- 
panies to prevent their discontinuing 
business, and its Superintendent of 
Insurance sued to compel them to 
depart because they refused to do 
business. The latter sult is now de- 
layed indefinitely by the decision of 
the court directing the companies to 
show cause why they should not be 
compelled to do business in the way 
that Missouri directs. The unscram- 
bling of the Pacific Railway omelet 
{is child’s play to this. When the 
Pacific railways are unmerged there’s 
an end. But when the insurance 
companies are ordered to do busi- 
ness the problems have just  be- 
gun. How much business must the 
companies do? And must they do it 
individually or collectively? How 
much money can the companies be 
compelled to make, or to lose, in 
order not to be guilty of contempt 
of court? In the case that any com- 
pany should decline any risk, will the 
courts consider the risk and declare 
it good, overruling the company’s dis- 
cretion in the use of its capital? Or 
will the court allow the company’s 
agents to stay out of jail because the 
court thinks the risk is bad? 

The dawning light 1s indicated by 
the fact that the courts and legis- 
lators are being blamed less than the 
makers of Judges and legislators. 
Thus the National Association of 
Credit Men last week resolved that 
men of business.were to blame for 
the Missouri muddle, because they 
allow “ranters and incompetents 
“with imagined grievances to deal 
‘out through the press and from the 
“platform false pretenses without 
“attempting to counteract their 
“teachings with sound doctrine, and 
“then are surpris2d that after years 
“‘of false teaching our legislators, 
“ eager to pander to the people, enact 
“laws regulating business to the ex- 
“tent of suppression and running 
“counter to laws immutable as gravi- 
“tation.” 


ANOTHER CENTENARIAN. 

Conceivably, a man may live to be 
149, proclaim it, and then die. Dr. 
Cuao-CHoy proclaimed and died— 
whether he was really 149 requires 
a good deal of evidence to establish. 
This Chinese doctor, lately of Cuba, 
and more remotely, in the backward 
of time, of Shan-Shi-Kwan, on the 
borders of Manchuria, came to the 
Port of New York on Sunday last. 
He bore a bag of “ longevity tablets,” 
and testified that he spoke pidgin Eng- 
lish more than 100 years ago; that 
he had been a centenarian for nearly 
half a century. Were his tablets a 
combination of Dr, MeEtTcuntKkorr’s 
glycobacteria and the Bulgarian lactic 
acid germs? Or were they a com- 
pound of Oriental pharmacy and in- 
cantation? And did mere publicity 
slay one who had so long defied the 
infirmities of nature? 

More aricient men than Dr. CHaAo 
have been recorded, we will not say 
how authentically, but Mr, W. Frn- 
wick of Arlington, N. J., vouches 
for the record of Tuomas Cam, re- 
puted to have lived to the age of 207, 
and WitLiam Epwarps, 168._ The 
death at 185 of JonEs CaLvaRio in 


was said to be the oldest man since 
the patriarchs. But very few alleged 
centenarians can point to official rec- 


ords of their birth. 

Yet it 1s possible, by taking thought, 
to add many years beyond the age of 
70. Dr. Wertcu of Johns Hopkins re- 
cently observed that the expectation 
of Aife for every individual in this 
country has been increased by twelve 


years. Prof. FisHer of Yale says, 


nevertheless, that 1,700 persons die 


unnecessarily each day in the United 
States, and while much has been done 
to lower the death rate at younger 
ages, the American mortality after 


middle life is growing worse instead 
of better. The chronic diseases of 


middle and late years have not been 


studied here with a view to preven- 
tion, as in Prussia and Sweden, where 
the expectancy tables show a notable 
gain during childhood, the prime of 
life, and old age. Mrs. RussELL SAGE 
founded in this city in 1907 an In- 
stitute of Pathology, to work with 
the larger hospitals for the very pur- 
pose of studying and preventing the 
organic changes that afflict later life 
with wasting ailments. The institute 
failed, however; the fund of $300,000 
was returned because of political op- 
position in the Department of Chari- 
ties. 

Individuais and private intefests, 
like the life insurance organizations, 
may do, nevertheless, what public 
officials have flouted. It lies within 
the power of every man past middle 
age, by seeking good medical advice 
at stated intervals, to increase his 
span of life far beyond the average, 
even though he lack the accessories 
of Chinese magic.

Whether or not it 
was judicious, or 
But Not even justifiable, to 
mark the fiftieth an- 

Uselessly. niversary of the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg by collecting on that 
tragic field great numbers of the men 
who took part in the dreadful and mag- 
nificent conflict—that is a question to 
be answered affirmatively only if the 
results of their presence there are great 
enough to compensate for the swift 
thinning of the veteran ranks that is 
sure to follow. 

Hardly one of the survivors is less than 
70 years of age, and many of them are 
much older. This is midsummer, and 
Gettysburg is notable for illustrating the 
tropical fervors of that season in the 
United States. With excitement com- 
bining with heat and a sudden and com- 
plete change of habit and diet, the con- 
sequences to many of these old men are 
sure to be serious. Deaths are already 
occurring among the feeblest of them, 
and upon the waning strength of all the 
drain will be heavy. 

But there is another side to the prob- 
lem—a side that is admirably expressed 
by a veteran quoted in The Evening 
Post. He realized before starting, he 
said, what a strain upon him to par- 
ticipate in the celebration would be, but 
he told his anxious wife— ’ 

This is most Hkely the last chance I'll 
have to do anything for the Union, and 
I’d like to do it fifty years from the time 
the Union was saved, It's going to mean 
something to all the younger generation -to 
have us old fellows get together and show 
there isn’t any hard feeling, Jt will take 
away the last excuse for the young people 
to cherish any sectional hatred. It’s a 
duty we owe the country, about the last 
we can fill, most of us, and I figure out 
I ought to do it. 


Consciously realized or not, that feel- 
ing no doubt explains why the remnants 
of both armies have assembled in such 
unexpected and surprising numbers, The 
men who did the fighting in the war be- 
tween the States were the first to accept 
its termination as final, and it was the 
non-combatants and a later generation 
in both North and South that did most 
to prolong its animosities. Irreconcil- 
ables have been few since the Spanish 
war, and it is a reasonable hope that 
this mingling of Confederate and Union- 
ist veterans as brothers in arms will 
quench the last embers of sectional bit- 
terness. This will be a noble service. 
Of those who fall now where so many 
fell fifty years ago again the record will 
be, ‘‘ Died in the performance of duty.” 


Risking Life, 


So hot has the 
weather been in the 
Effect Middle West for the 
past week that the 

Confounded. use there of language 
not marked by strict accuracy can easily 
be forgiven. It is not always well, how- 
ever, to ignore a mistake as well as to 
pardon it, and science has rights that 
must be defended, though gently, even 
in the midst of torrid waves. 

According to a dispatch from Chicago, 
‘“‘the forecaster predicts that thunder- 
showers will bring relief to-morrow,’’ 
If any forecaster—in the Government 
service—ever saic that, it must have 
been at a moment when the heat had 
deprived him cf strength for the com- 
bating of popular delusions. And of 
such delusions none 1s more firmly fixed 
than that as to the cooling power of 
thunderstorms. Like that as to the 
origin of ‘‘ malaria’’ embalmed in the 
name of that malady, a delusion only 
lately: deceased, this one is founded on 
the common observation that the tem- 
perature usually falls after a thunder- 
storm. That is a fact, but the relation 
of the coolness to the storm is that of 
“ after,” not of ‘‘ because.’’ In reality 
the supposed effect is the cause-—a clear 
and complete case of transposition. 

. Thunderstorms occur when a current 
of colder and drier air strikes one 
warmer and more humid, The result of 
the conflict is a sudden condensation of 
aqueous vapor, with incidental genera- 
tion of electricity in large quantities, 
In themselves and in a way, these are

oth warming rather than cooling proc- 


esses, and no lowering of temperature 
takes place except when the so-called 
cold wave conquers and replaces the hot 
one. 

Considering that most of our weather 
comes from the west, our recent ex- 
perience is a little out of the common 
in that our relief arrived before Chi- 
cago’s did, and for once, too, the change 
was not accompanied by a _ thunder- 
storm. What dropped with us on Sun- 
day, however, was humidity, rather 
than temperature, or at least more than 
temperature, and the comparative com- 
fort felt during the past two days in 
this vicinity Ulustrates anew the need 
of combining heat, humidity, and wind 
records into one figure showing the ef- 
fect of the three together on human 
beings. Thermometer readings tell 
almost nothing as to personal experi-

FORCED PROMOTIONS. 


Teachers Compelled by Superiors to 
Advance Unfit Pupils. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial article entitled ‘“ Eng- 
Msh as She Is Wrote’? you expressed the 
hope, !f not the belief, that the reports of 
the promotion of incompetents by order of 
the Principals were not true. A little careful 
investigation of the matter would soon con- 
vince you that your informants have not 
exaggerated either the extent or the serious- 
ness of the evils mentioned. It should be 
distinctly understood, however, that the class 
teachers have no control over these unfort- 
unate conditions. 

The direct cause of these overpromotions 
is, in most cases, the pressure brought to 
bear upon the teacher by the Principal, who 
insists on the arbitrary promotion of an ab- 
normally high percentage of the class in or- 
der to make room for the overcrowded enter- 
ing classes. The Principal, in turn, is 
driven to this suicidal policy by the orders of 
his superior, who is making desperate en- 
deavors to reduce the number of half-time 
classes or pupils without adequate accommo- 
dations. The failure of Dr. Maxwell to se- 
cure sufficient buildings or teachers for the 
school children may in part be due to the 
comparative absence of graft ‘and political 
influence in school affairs. Whether from 
this or from defects of management, or both, 
he has failed to get money for the necessary 
running expenses of the schools, 

On the other hand, it may be sald that the 
City Superintendent has apparently done all 
in his. power to prevent the true condition 
of things in the schools from being generally 
known, and has been either unwilling or 
powerless to remedy widespread and serious 
evils. 

Whether we consider the slipshod work of 
the elementary schools due to the misman- 
agement of the City Superintendent or to the 
malevolence of his enemies, it !s equally ap- 
parent that the taxpayers ef New York City 
are entitled to a better system of schools 


| than they are getting, and it is to be hoped 


that we may soon have an educational ad- 
ministration that will put an end to the no- 
torious wholesale promotion of incompetents 
which obtains under the present system.

DEVITALIZED FOODS 


Declared Responsible for Tooth and 
Hair Decay. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The question raised by Donato Di Lonardo 
is not a question of hygiene, but one of food. 
The Italian peasants doubtless live on a 
simple diet of fruits, vegetables, grains, and 
coarse whole grain breac. But we civilized 
humans of high intollectuality are worthy of 
better food than that provided us by our 
Creator. We must manufacture foods for our 
own peculiar needs. We must blend and 
color and flavor and change them in every 
concéivable manner. Whole wheat flour is 
too coarse for us; we must purify ang refine 
it until {t looks like driven snow, 

Just so long as we eat white flour products 
from which the bone and teeth building ele- 
ments are removed (calcium and phosphorus) 
shall we have decayed teeth. The truth of 
the whole matter is that our merchants are 
denaturing everything, removing valuable 
elements from our foods on which blood, bone, 
&c., depend for their maintenance. Not con- 
tent with this, however, they adulterate, 
artificially color with coal tar dyes, (what 
beautiful and artistic hues do our preserved 
fruits, &c., assume!) and preserve with dead- 
ly chemicals, pure food and drug laws not- 
withstanding.

THEGETTYSBURGSPEECH 


Horatio C.-King Explains How 
Lincoln Wrote It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent issue of THp Trmes Gen. 
Wilson dismisses the ‘‘ envelope” story 
about the immortal Lincoln address at 
Gettysburg by producing a fac simile 
of the document on White House paper 
and purporting to have been written at 
the Executive Mansion prior to its de- 
livery. I do not mean to take issue 
with him, for I have always felt that 
the great classic was not an impromptu 
impulse, but the result of close and 
careful study. Yet I am at a loss for 
a satisfactory explanation of the fol- 
lowing: 

Several years before the death of my 
honored father, Horatio King, which 
occurred in 1897, I accompanied him on 
a Sunday afternoon to call on the old 
war Governor of Pennsylvania, Andrew 
G. Curtin, then in Congress and resid- 
ing at Chamberlin’s Hotel. The Gov- 
ernor, as usual, indulged in reminis- 
cences, and among other things gave 
an account of the Gettysburg speech. 

He said in substance: ‘I was one of 
the party of Cabinet officers, mem- 
bers of Congress, and others who ac- 
companied Mr. Lincoln to Gettysburg to 
dedicate the National Cemetery. We 
were conversing when he asked me if 
I had any writing paper. I replied no, 
but that I could provide a substitute. 
So I took out of my pocket several ad- 
dressed envelopes, and,e cutting them 
open, presented a clean surfake to the 
President, who withdrew to a seat by 
himself and began to write. Just before 
reaching Gettysburg he handed me the 
several slips with the request that 1 
would haves a cle copy made. This 1 
did, (the writer not sure whether 
at the Eagle Hote or at McPherson's, 
where the President stayed,) and gave 
the copy te Mr. Lincoln.’”’ Then said 
Goy. Curtin in his emphatic way: “I, 
like a —— fool, threw the slips away. 
They would be priceless now.”’ 

Now I cannot believe that Gov. Cur- 
tin drew on his imagination for his 
fact A reasonable explanation Is that 
Mr. Lincoln had carelessly left his 
manuscript at home and wrote the con- 
tents on the slips from memory.

COMMITTEES’ ACTION 
FAVORS COHALAN 


Legislative Investigators Doe- 
cide to be Represented 
by Counsel. 


CHARGES OF CONSPIRACY 


Those Brought by Guthrie for Bar 
Association Accuse the Justice 


on Three Counts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 80.—Within a day or 
two formal charges will be served upon 
Supreme Court Justice Daniel F. Co- 
halan in the action now pending before 
the Legislature for his removal from 
office. This was determined when the 
investigation of the Cohalan charges 
before the joint Judiciary Committees 
of the Senate and the Assembly bsygan 
this morning. 

Late to-night it was reported that, 
with the filing by William D. Guthrie of 
his statement on behalf of the New York 
City Bar Association, the Cohalan case 
had taken a most unexpected and alarm- 
ing turn from the point of view of Mr. 
Cohalan’s many friends on the Senats 
and Assembly Judiciary Committees. 
The charges filed by Mr. Guthrie were 
not so mild as the original statement of 
the Bar Association's Grievance Com- 
mittee gave-reason to expect. Justice 
Cohalan to-night, as a matter of fact, 
stands charged with conspiracy in an 
indictment which contains three counts, 
and winds up by demanding his removal 
from the bench. 

Tre Guthrie statement says that 
J ‘e Cohalan was guilty of conspir- 
a. when he entered into an agreement 
wiu. his accuser, Jehn A. Connolly, to 
procure eity contracts for the Victor 
Heating Company on condition that he 
receive a commission of 55 per cent.; 
that he again entered into a conspiracy 
with unnamed persons when, as alleged 
in Connolly’s statement, he took steps 
to gain possession of the evidence of 
his relations with the Victor Heating 
Company for the purpose of destroying 
that evidence, and that his obtaining 
the $4,000 note from Connolly in return 
for a promise to get him a political job 
constituted another act of conspiracy. 

It was said here to-night that the 
Guthrie charges had been formulated 
after a conference in New York with 
District Attorney Whitman, and that 
the District Attorr--- had been acquaint- 

ith evidence possession’ of the 
i Association whic. had not even been 
isnted at in the original report sub- 
mitted to Gov. Sulzer and transmitted 
to the Legislature with the Governor's 
message on the Cohalan charges. 

Senator Wagner and Assemblyman 
Aaron J, Levy have been in conference 
nearly all the afternoon and a part of 
the evening over a redraft of the Bar 
Association charges. It would not be 
surprising if the charges when they left 
the hands of the Judiciary Committees 
would be suftened and toned down. One 
of the leaders said to-night that any 
attempt to prove conspiracy charges 
against Justice Cohalan to the sgatis- 
faction of the Legislature would end in 
failure. ‘ 

The meeting of the Judiciary Com- 
mittees to-day was of comparatively 
brief duration. Justice Cohalan did not 
attend it, nor did either John B. Stanch- 
field or William Travers Jerome, whom 
the Justice has retained to look after 
his interests. William D. Guthrie, who 
will represent the New York City Bar 
Association, through which the charges 
against Justice Cohalan formally 
reached Gov. Sulzer and the_ Legis- 
Jjature, was in attendance. So 
Einar Chrystie, Secretary of the G 
ance Committee of the Bar 
tion. 

As a preliminary to the investigation 
proper, which under a prior agreement 
will not begin until « week from to- 
morrow, the Judiciary Committees, on 
the recommendatio: Senator Robert 
i Wagner and Assemblyman Aaron 
J. Levy decided that the commit- 
tees ought to have the benefit of 
counsel as well as the prosecuting Bar 
Association and the defendant in the 
action. It jis the general opinion here 
that this new move was inspired by a4 
desire to provide every possible pro- 
tection for Justice Cohalan and to pre- 
vent the Bar Association, in the lan- 
guage of one lawmaker, trom “ running 
away with the Cohalan case,” 

The action of the committee, however, 
is not without pfecedent. When a simi- 
lar case was pending against Justice 
Warren B. Hooker of Chautauqua 
County seven years ago the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee, which formu- 
jated the indictment against him, re- 
tained a legal adviser, the late Henry 
B. Coman, aftei ward Justice of the 
Supreme Court, In the present case the 
committee will ask Attorney General 
Carmody to assign one of his deputies 
as the adviser of the committee, The 
talk at present centres upon Joseph A. 
Kellogg, First Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral, who served on the Supreme Court 
bench under appointment by Gov. Dix. 

Members of the Judiciary Committees 
are at work to-night formuiating the 
charges against Justice Cohalan, the 
question having been raised at the hear- 
ing here to-day whether it would be 
legal for the Legislature to proceed 
with the Cohalan case unless the for- 
mality of framing and serving specific 
charges upon the accused had been ob- 
served. Justice Cohalan will have an 
opportunity to make a formal answer to 
the charges and file it with the com- 
mittee before the opening of the trial. 

The charges will be based upon the 
statement of the case submitted by Mr. 
Yuthrie on behalf of the Bar Associa- 
tion, and will include the charge made 
by the Grievance Committee of that 
pody that the statement made by Jus- 
tice Cohalan in answer to the original 
Connolly charges was misleading and 
untrue. So far this is the only allegation 
which reflects upon the conduct cf Mr. 
Cohalan since he was elevated to the 
bench. All the other charges antedate 
by many years his service as Justice 
of the Supreme Court. By agreement 
tetween the committees and Mr, Gutn- 
rie, his statement was not made public, 
nor will the charges be given out for 
publication until they have been served 
upon Justice Cohaian and he has had 
an opportunity to answer. 

The only question raised at the meet- 
ing of the Judiciary Committees to-day 
was whether the charges shculd be 
brought in behalf of the Bar Associa- 
tion Ar of the Judiciary Com:nitiecs of 
the Senate and Assem y. 

“We think,” said Mr. Guthrie, “ that, 
so long as the Bar Association is the 
moving party, the statement of the 
charges should come from it.’’ 

‘“‘It seems to me,’’ Senator Wagner 
replied, ‘‘ that the Legisiature is the 
moving party. Of course, the Judiciary 
Committees will be glad to avail them- 
selves of the aid the staterient frem Mr. 
Guthrie will afford, but the commiitees 
may find it advisable to change the 
form or wording of the charges. The 
substance no doubt will be the same. 

A very fine, although not ezsential, 
point is involved in the exchange 0* 
opinions between counsel for the Bar 
Association and the Senate ieaders. 
Justice Cohalan did not welcome the 
entry of the Bar Association into the 
case, and rather than submit to an in- 
vestigation by that y wrote a letter 
to Gov. Sulzer, in wifich he cemanded 
an investigation by the Legislature, 
where he has many friends and where 
the influence of Charles F. Murphy 
might be expected to go further than 
it would with the Bar Association. 

The friends of Justice Cohalan here 
fully appreciate the fact that ff it can 
be impressed upon ‘the Legislature, 
which is to sit in judgment upon ‘he 
case, that he himself took the initiative 
in the investigation by his note, it vill 
inject into the proceedings en element 
favorable to the defendant. .

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DRY OUTLOOK FOR CAPITAL. 
New Washington Excise Law May 
Stop Serving Wine at Dinners. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 30.—A new ex- 


cise law will become effective In Wash- 
ington to-morrow. It has several feat- 
ures regarded by its critics as very 
drastic, among them a provision con- 
strued to mean that a person can be 
punished for giving a drink of — 
to a friend in a private house on Suh- 
day. Drunkenness is declared to be a 
crime, punishable by fine or. imprison- 
ment. 

The question has been raised whether 
it is not punishable under the law to 
serve liquor to guests in private resi- 
dences in certain parts of the national 
capital. Under the terms of the ‘new 
act, no liquor license may be issued to 
any place for the sale of intoxicants at 
retail within residential sections. It is 
asserted that this section, construed in 
connection with another, makes it an 
offense to give away liquor in any place 
within a residence district. 

The second provision says, {in part, 
that ‘‘any person who shall manufac- 
ture, sell, offer for sale, keep for sale, 
traffic in, barter, exchange for goods, 
or give away intoxicating liquors in 
any part, section, or district of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia wherein the same 1s 
prohibited by law” shall be fined not 
less than $250 nor more than $800 or be 
imprisoned between two and six months. 

This is probably a rather far-fetched 
corstruction of the law that can be 
tested only in the courts. Should the 
contention be sustained, however, the 
result would greatly inconvenience of- 
ficial anc unofficial society. Except in 
embassies and legations, which are im- 
mune as forcign territory, wines could 
not be served legally at dinners, and 
Secretary Bryan’s grape juice crusade 
would be extended perferce throughout 
the fashionable residential districts and 
even tio tne White House, 

This new law, which was fathered by 
Senator Works of California, was in- 
tended as \a model for municipalities 
throughout the country. In its original 
form the provisions with reference to the 
location of saloons was so drastic that, 
according to the contention of its op- 
ponents, the number of such saloons in 
Washington would have been 
to nine. As the law now stands, the 
of saloon licenses is 300. Not 
more than three barrooms will be per- 


|; mitted on one side of a street between 


intersecting streets nor more than four 
on both sides of a street between inter- 
One provision forbids 
location of a barroom within 300 
of an alleyway occupied for resi- 
dence, except with the unanimous con- 
sent of the Excise Board. 

The law will compel clubs to close 
their bars at 1 A. M., and no club will 
be permitted to sell liquor on Sunday. 
Club officers generally say that the 
law will be obeved, and that the locker 
system will not be permitted. Hotels 
and restaurants are forbidden to. sell 
liquors on Sunday, even with meals.

ILSON TAKES UP 


On Visit to Capitol, He Dis- 
cusses Situation with 
Senator Bacon. 


DENIAL BY SUTHERLAND 


Answers a Report That He Has Evi- 
dence of a Senator Aiding 


the Revolution.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—There is rea- 
son to believe that President Wilson 
showed his interest in recent Mexican 
developments to-day when he visited 
the Capitol to discuss patronage with 
Senators. Senator Bacon of Georgia, 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, was among those who talked 
with him, and it was reported that the 
Senator went to his committee to bring 
to the President, for reference in their 
conversation, a copy of the Congres- 
sional Record containing the speech of 
Senator Fall denouncing Provisional 
President Huerta as an assassin and 
his own speech in reply to Mr. Fall, 

Nothing came to Hght here to-day to 
sustain the charge made in the City of 
Mexico that a photographie copy of a 
check for a large sum, given by a 
United States Senator to a Mexican 
revolutionary agent, was in the p2sses- 
sion of this Government. Secretary 
Bryan said it was not in the State De- 
;partment, and Attorney General Me- 
| Reynolds, who had been told of a report 
that the alleged photographic copy was 
in the Department of Justice, explained 
that a search of the Denartment files 
had faied to reveal its existence, and 
none of the officials there had ever 
heard of it. 

A report that Senator Sutherland of 
Utah had evidence of the complicity 
of ‘another Senator: in fomenting the 
Mexican revolutionary movement was 
denied by Mr. Sutherland to-night. 

Senator Sutherland said that about a 
year ago he had prepared a speech on 
certain phases of the Mexican situa- 
tion, but that in view of circumstances 
then arising had not delivered it. The 
report that the speech contained critl- 
cism of the course of any Senator for 
fomenting fevolution or contributing 
to the war chest of either faction was 
erroneous, Mr. Sutherland said. 

The Senator said that in preparing his 
speech he had read several letters re- 
lating to conditions tn Mexico. None 
of these letters, he said, inculpated any 
Senator, and he denied that any infor- 
mation had come to him reslecting upon 
any Senator. Mr. Sutherland conveyed 
the impression that conditions were 
changing so rapidly in Mexico at the 


time that he thought a public discus- 
sion in the Senate would be unwise.

State Department officials said to-day 
that it was quite true that a United

The Carranzistas are cognizant of the 
plan and say that Gen, Carranza has 
taken measures to seize the deposit for 
himself and will not have anything to 
do with Mondragon and Diaz.

The Corbins lived in New 
York City and in Elizabeth, and some 
years ago Mrs. Corbin made her home 
in East Orange. There was one child, 
who died in infancy. 

Of Gen. Grant's two brothers, Samuel 
Simpson Grant died just before the war 
and Orvil L. Grant died in 1881. He 
had three sisters. Miss Clara Grant 
died as a girl and Mrs. Mary Grant 
Cramer died in 1903.

@bont James Wood was that he had 
m appointed one of the Pulice Com- 
missioners of San Francisco, so that, 
When, coincident with his arrival yes- 
terday at the Belmont, word spread that 
he was here after Mayor Gaynor, some 
inquiry was made, until it developed 
that Mr. Wood has just resigned his 
police job and had come to New York 
partly to. invite the Mayor to go out to 
San Francisco next October to help make 
the Portola festivities successful. Mr. 
Wood is a special commissioner bearing 
letters from the Governor of California 
and the Mayor of San Francisco. On 
the way across the continent he stopped 
in Chicago and got Mayor Harrison to 
@gree to help out in the celebration. 
Not much about Portola is known here- 
abouts, but it seems that four years ago 
the San Francisco people discovered that 
personage had discovered their city, or 
at least its site. They started in to 
celebrate in his honor. There is now a 
restaurant out there which has been 


called after him. They had such a good 
time Portola-ing that they are going to 
try it again on Oct. 22 and keep it up 
for three days. 

Besides this public business Mr. Wood 
is here to buy a little matter of a quar- 
ter of a million dollars’ worth of fur- 
niture for the million-dollar wing which 
theyware adding to the San Francisco 
Hotel, of which he is manager. He ex- 

lained that, having also taken over the 

ashington Hotel in Seattle, he had 
found that he couldn’t be two hotel 
managers and a Police Commissioner at 
the same time, and that he had to re- 
sign the latter office. Mr. Wood was 
assistant manager of the Waldorf-As- 
toria until 1905, when he went to the 
Coast to show the natives and travelers 
what hotel ‘keeping was, as construed 
in New York. ‘ 

“*We have a pretty clean city in San 
Francisco just now,” said Mr. Wood. 
““'We discovered there was some graft 
in the bunco direction. Several high 

lice officers were accused of shar- 
ng with swindlers and were convict- 
ed. But now conditions are satisfac- 
tory. As for the McNab-Reynolds at- 
fair, that has caused a tremendous 
lot of discussion out there, but sentt- 
ment seems to be about evenly divided.

‘““The number of travellers and tour- 
ists from the East who visit San Fr@n- 
cisco is increasing tremendously. Yes, 
the cabarets of San Francisco are stil! 
going, but no dancing by patrons is al- 
lowed in them except in those along 
the Barbary Coast or out at the beach. 
We don’t allow dancing in the restau- 
rants in the business part of the city at 
all. If it were permitted, they would 
do a tremendous business, but we felt it 
Was wise to cut it out. We have a city 
Ordinance that prohibits music after 1 
o’clock in the morning in restaurants. 
There is no ordinance against dancing, 
but the police commission in San Fran- 
cisco» has considerable power. 

“ The.. Barbary Coast is. now under 
new rules. No slumming parties are 
allowed to go there. Shumming of this 
kind had developed to such an extent 
that on any evening you could find 
visitors to the city in the resorts ot 
that neighborhood, and even families 
from the city itself. The peril to these 
was such that some stringent action 
was necessary, and now no woman is al- 
lowed to go to the Barbary Coast, ex- 
cept those who aré actually employed 
as entertainers or dancers. 

“Yes, New York changes fast.” said 
Mr. Wood with something like a sigh, 
“but there is a flavor and an accent 
about the old town that you cannot get 
anywhere else. You can’t get away from 
the fact that a man always likes to 
come back.”

This Is the Opinion of Railroad Of- 
*ficials Regarding Valuation Act. 
Another meeting of railroad Presidents 

and other executive officers was. held 


yesterday at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion. to consider ways and means of 


‘meeting the Physical Valuation act ap- 


proved by Congress on March 1. The 
session was called for 11 o'clock, and 
Samuel Rea, President of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, who was selected as 
Chairman of a special committee at “fe 
first meeting on April 24, presided. The 
committee .represents seven Eastern 
railroads, seven Western railroads, and 
four Southern railroads. At the close 
of the meeting yesterday this brief an- 
nouncement was given to the reporters 
by Secretary Hulme of the committee: 

“A largely attended meeting of Pres!i- 
dents and other officers of the princi- 
pal railroads in the United Staies was 
held to-day in the board room of the 
Grand Central Station, New York, to 
consider in what way the railroad com- 
panies can assist the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in the Federal val- 
uation of their property. 

“The discussion covered the question 
of preparation of inventories of the phys- 
ical property, the extent to which ex- 
isting records of the railroad companies 
can be helpful} to the Government, and 
the expeditious and economjcal method 
of furnishing the same to the commis- 
sion.” 

According to the announcement, the 
railroa officers at the meeting includ- 
ed Mr. Rea, the General Chairman; Ff’. 
L. Loree, President of the Delaware & 
Hudson; W. C. Brown, President of the 
New York Central; Vice President 
Schriver of the Baltimore & Ohio; F. 
W. Underwood, President of the Erie; 
William G. Besler, Vice President_and 
General Manager of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey; Vice President 
Holden of the Burlington; W. A. Gard- 
ner, President of the Chicago & North- 
western; W. B. Storey, Vice President 
of the Atchison, Tope#a & Santa F%; 
B. F. Bush, President of the Missourl 
Pacific; W. W. Finley, President of 
the Southern; T. M. Emerson, Presi- 
dent. of the Atlantic Coast Line, and W. 
J. Harahan, President of the Seaboard 
Air Line. 

The act adopted by Congress directs 
the. commission to ‘investigate, ascer- 
tain, and report the valuation of all the 
property owned or used by every com- 
mon carrier.” It has been said that 
this work will take five years and cost 
approximately $6,000,000. The railroads 
are requested to lend their aid, and this 
will mean a heavy expense, railroad 
men say, They consider the expenditure 
useless. 


POSTMASTER CELEBRATES. 


Morgan Has Been Forty Years in 
the Postal Service. 


Postmaster Edward M. Morgan cele- 
brates to-day the fortieth anniversary 
of his entry into the postal service. He 
was born in Marshall, Mich., on Nov. 
16, 1855, and entered the service as a 
letter carrier in this city on July 1, 
1873. He passed through all the grades 
until he became Superintendent of 
Branch Post Offices and then General 
Superintendent. of City Mail Delivery, 
He was. next made Assistant Posimas- 
ter, and or the appointment of William 
R. Willcox on July 1, 1907, to the Chair- 
manship of the Public Service Commis- 
sion he became Postmaster. 

Since he took office Postmaster Mor- 
gan has put in operation the 8 P. M. 
mail delivery, and he did much to es- 
tablish the Sea Post Service on ocean 
liners, by means of which from seven 
to eight hours have been saved in 
tandling the foreign mail. He has also 
in latge measure replaced the _ old, 
horse-driven wagons by _automobiles, 
and under him the Postal Savings Bank 
and the Parcels Post in this city have 
been organized. , 

Then, to meet the needs of the public, 
he has had the branch Post Offices kept 
epen until 8 o’clock in the evening, and 
to deal fairly by tHe employes of the 
service he has seen that those who have 
to work on Sundays have a day off in 
the week. He has also done much to 
install the pneumatic tube system in 
the city, ard has supertntended the con- 
struction of the new. Post Office at 
Thirty-second Street and Highth Ave- 
nue and the large branches at the Grand 
Central and the Hudson Terminal sta- 
tions. 

Some months ago Postmaster Morgan 
was shot by a crank near his own home, 
but he recovered fully, and is now in 
excellent health.

HOOSIER MOTORISTS 
~ START FOR COAST 


Score of “Cars Leave Indian- 
apolis To-day for California— 
S.A.E.Meets—Speed Limits. 


Twenty-two automobiles as entrants 
and several carloads of guests ~ will 
start from Indignapolis this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock to make a run to the Pa- 
cific Coast, the longest motor-car jour- 
ney ever attempted by such a ‘large 
party. The tour is in the interest of 
the Lincoln National Highway project 
and also of the Indiana Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Association, under whose 
auspices it is. Carl G. Fisher, exponent 
of the transcontinental highway, which 
was originally to be called the ‘* Ocean- 
to-Ocean Rock Highway,” but is now to 
be known as the “ Lincoln Highway,” 
has been largely instrumental in get- 
ting up the tour of Hoosier manufactur- 
ers and will be one of the seventy per- 
sons to make the trip. It is expected 
that the run to San Francisco and Los 
Angeles Will be made in twenty-five 
days, and the schedule makes no al- 
lowance for storms,. rain, muddy roads, 
bad driving, or other contingencies. 

Starting with a luncheon given by 
various civic bodies of Indianapolis and 
a parade in that city, the tour will make 
but 72 miles the first day, stopping for 
the night at Terre Haute.

On Thursday a run of 188 
miles will bring the motorists to St.

NEW GEM WEIGHTS TO-DAY. 


City’s Scales to Serve Public Under 
200-Milligram Standard. 


The international 200-milligram karat 
will. go into effect in this country to-day 
as the standard for weighing all kinds of 
gems and precious'stones. With it will 
come a new departure in the activities 
of the city Bureau of Weights and 
Measures. Beginnirig to-day, the bureau 
will determine the correct.weights under 
the new unit of any precious stones sub- 
mitted to it by the general public. The 
jewelry trade of Greater New York will 


be served also. 

The bureau will have facilities for 
weighing gems ranging from one-two- 
hundredth of a karat to 2,500 karats. 
Sets of weights were received yesterday 
morning from Washington, where they 
had been certified by the Bureau of 
Standards of the Treasury Department. 
The gems to be weighed, both for the 
public and the jewelry trade, should be 
submitted to the mechanical division of 
they bureau at 244 West Forty-ninth 
Street. Articles, of gold will also be 
tested for weight by the bureau. In 
neither case, however, will the question 
of value be passed on. 

The bureau is the only city depart- 
ment of its kind in the country that 
is equipped to weigh gems under the 
new standard. The range of weights 
that can be certified by the bureau has 
been increased materially since the orig- 
inal announcement of the service by 
Commissioner Walsh. Lack of a uni- 
form karat has made this work impos- 
sible heretofore.

Banana Tax Will Cause Monopoly. 

The Board of Directors of the Atlan- 
tic Fruit Company is opposing the pro- 
posed tariff of 5 cents a bunch on 
bananas. 


A brief has been sent to the 
members of the Senate in which the 
company points out that it believes that 
such a duty would be destructive to 
smaller dealers and result in strength- 
ening the position of the United Fruit 
Company. Bananas imported from Cen- 
tral and South America are about 80 
per cent. nine-hand bunches and up- 
ward, and the United Fruit Company, 
controlling nearly all those _ points, 
leaves other companies to bring in 
smaller-grade fruit. It also states that 
while there is independent competition 
the fruit can be imported and sold at a 
minimum pnice. With the tax levied, 
however, and with other companies 
eliminated, the United Fruit Company 
can market its own importations at its 
own price, thus forming a monopoly, 
recouping the 5-cent import tax and 
adding a substantial profit besides. 
This, it says, would bring hardship 
upon the poorer classes, as bananas 
are the “‘ poor man’s luxury.”

A Blow tor Union Facific, 


For weeks the financial district has 
heard vague rumors of a terrible dis- 
closure to be made regarding the Union 
Pacific’s finances. It was whispered 
that an authoritative accounting would 
be sent broadcast, showing that instead 
of a profit and loss surplus of 200,000,- 
000 or so the road actually had a deficit 
of $10,000,000. The author of the in- 
teresting document went to jail once as 
the result of careless er about 
the Third Avenue, and wags deterred 
from sending out his attack by a sug 
gestion that any attempt to hurt the 
Union Pacifie’s credit would be prose- 
cuted. Finally, as report has it, he con- 
ceived the idea of sending his findings 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, with the ‘pious hope that the com- 
mission might see fit te give it out to 
the newspapers. Some of the short sell- 
ing in Union Pacific yesterday was 
charged against speculators working 
with thé pamphleteer. Whether. they 
or the realization of the long delayed 
dissolution plan was responsible, Union 
Pacific declined from 148% to 145%, and 
closed at 146, with a net loss of 2%. 


Southern Pacific was no stronger; it 
sold from 9554 down to 92 and closed 


fat 98%, with a loss of 2%. There was 
such poor support for the issue that an 


offer of 200 shares following @ sale at 
94% brought 93. 


Prices Drop Back—Union and 
Southern Pacific Decline 
on Dissolution Terms. 


A decline in the general level of prices 
large in proportion to the volume of 
trading, to which sharp declines in 
Union and Southern Pacific contributed 
in substantial measure, was the mar- 
ket’s response to the news of the formal 
presentation to the United States Cir- 
cult Court*of the plan which had been 
agreed upon between the Government 
and the Union Pacific Railroad for the 
separation of that system from the 
Southern Pacifico, In the light of yester- 
day’s events, the action of the market 
on Saturday, following the publication 
of dispatches from Washington an- 
nouncing that the President had ap- 
proved: the proposed plan, was seem- 
ingly due to a precipitate short covers 
ing movement which somewhat weak- 
ened the technical position of Union Pa- 
cific. Yesterday the price yielded be- 
tween two and three points on a mod- 
erate volume of sales and Southern Pa- 
cific lost about ag much on much small- 
r solling, 

In some respects the proposed terms 
of the plan which the court took unéer 
advisement were more favorable than 
the financial district had expected. 
This was particularly true of the al- 
lowance of two and one-half years for 
the lieuidation of the $88,000,000 of 


Southern Pacifie stock which will re- 
main for sale after the exchange of 
$38,000,000 for the Pennsylvania’s hold- 
ings of Baltimore & Ohio. It had been 
reported that’ no more than a year 
would be allowed. On the other hand, 
it was brought clearly home to the 


market that approval of the plan by 
the court would still leave the probe 
lem of the actual liquidation of a block 
of stock which would still be very large 
even after providing for the proposed 
exchange with the Pennsylvania. The 
plan provides that this stock be de- 


posited with a trustee and that certifi- 


cates of beneficial interest be offered 


for subscription to the Union Pacific’s 
stockholders. The practical problem re- 
mains of determining at what price 
these certificates are to be sold and of 
providing underwriting to insure the

The Cotton Tax. 
Cotton brokers and traders did not 
view the proposed Federal tax of one- 


tenth of & cent a pound on futures from 
the same angles, but on one point they 
were unanimous’ yesterday. They 
agreed that the application of so great 
a taxation would kill speculation, and 
the death of speculation would force 
the American cotton exchanges to go 
out of business. The speculative ac- 


tivities of the New York and New Or- 


leans boards, they said, would probably 
be transferred to Liverpool. This trans- 
fer, several brokers said, would simply 
mean the concentration of speculation 
in American cotton on a foreign market 
with no substantial change from the 
present effects of speculative transac- 
tions upon the profits of the producer.

According to the figures given out 
yesterday at the Custom House show- 
ing the business done at the Port of 
New York for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1913, the imporis for the first 
time on record exceeded the billion- 
dollar mark, aggregating $1,045,364,643. 
Imports of foreign merchandise for the 
previous year amounted to $995,132,046. 

This volume of business, in view of 
the pending tariff revision, the customs 
officials said, reflected soundness in 
seferal business conditions inasmuch 
as\ it has been evident for some time 
that tariff revision would mean a gen- 
eral lowering of the schedules. 

During the year domestic exports 
amounted to $911,560,128, which also 
establishes a new high record. At the 
close of the previous year the figures ot 
domestic exports were $789,425, 632.

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Police Sergeant Peter J. Duffy, 
leged graft collector ‘or ex-Inspector 
Dennis Sweeney, who is in the pen:- 
tentiary with three other ex-Inspectors 
as the result of District Attorney Whit- 
man’s graft investigation, appeared be- 
fore Justice Seabury in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court yesterday 
morning for his second trial on the 
charge of collecting graft from William 
Roth, a Harlem gambler. The last of 
the jurors/ was selected’ at 10 o'clock 
last night after a day of wrangling 
between District Attorney Whitman aid 
Abraham Levy, counsel for Duffy, and 
after 68 talesrmen of the special pancl 
of 150 had been examined. 

District Attorney Whitman took di- 
rect charge of Duffy’s second trial from 
the very beginning. At the first trial 
the District Attorney did not once come 
into the gourtroom. His presence and 
activity yesterday left no doubt that 
the State would push the case against 
Duffy with the same vigor that marked 
the trial of the ex-Inspectors. The pres- 
ence of the District Attorney had the 
effect, to begin with, of sending Duffy 
to the Tombs during every intermis- 
sion of the court, and over night as 
well. On the last. occasion he enjoyed 
his liberty. The jury was locked up 
over night at the Murray Hill Hotel. 

One noticeable difference marked the 
second jury from the first. The District 
Attorney was careful to get no South- 
erners in the box this time. The reason 
was obvious, for in the last trial the 
dissenter from a verdict of guilty was a 
Southerner, and it was said he had a 
prejudice against one of the State’s 
principal witnesses, a negro waiter, who 
testified that he had seen Duffy come 
to Roth’s gambling house on two dif- 
ferent occasions. Mr. Whitman did not 
ask any talesman directly whether he 
had any prejudice against negroes, but 
he did ascertain where each talesman 
was born and where he lived before he 
came to New York. He used up 14 of 
his 20 challenges. 

Daffy Is Very Calin. 

Duffy was just as calm as he was at 
the first trial. He was the last judge of 
each juryman as far as the defense was 
eoncerned. Time and again his lawyer 
appeared to be satisfied with a juror, 
only to have him ruled out by Duffy’s 
shake of the head. As in the first trial, 
Duffy insisted on the selection of mar- 
ried men with families. Mr. Levy ex- 
hausted nineteen out of his twenty chal- 
lenges to suit Duffy's wishes. 

‘Will you give that man a square 
deal?’’ asked Mr. Levy of each tales- 
man, pointing his hand at Duffy or plac- 
ing an arm around him. . 

The District Attorney refused to take 
any juror who admitted having preju- 
dice against ‘‘ squealers.”’ It was on 
this point that most of the clashes with 
Mr, Levy hinged, for each time the 
word ‘‘squealer’”’ was mentioned the 
question of accomplices was raised au- 
tomatically. Mr, Levy insisted that cor- 
roboration of every accomplice was re- 
quired. .Mr. Whitman was fierce in his 
denunciation of this interpretation of 
the law; and insisted vigorously that 
evidence tending ~to corroborate -was 
sufficient according to law. Justice 
Seabury was forced cyeauenty to tell 
Mr. Levy that instructions on matters 
of law. came within the realm. of the 
presiding Judge and not of the lawyer 
on the floor. 

One talesman admitted that he knew 
Assistant District Attorney Frank Moss 
and Emory R. Buckner, counsel for the 
Curran Aldermanic Police Investigating 
Committee.

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2 KILLED, 4 HURT, BY FALLS. 


Accidents Within an Hour and 
Half Keep Ambulances Busy. 


In a series of accidental falls in the 
Bronx yesterday afternoon, two chjldren 
were killed, another suffered injuries 
that will probably prove fatal, and two 
other children and one man suffered 


less serious injuries. Five of the six 
accidents occurred between 4:30 and 
6 o’clock in the evening. 

The first mishap was at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, when Marie Verossmo, 7 
years old, fell from the kitchen window 
of her home, on the third floor at 2,377 
Belmont Avenue, to the rear yard and 
was killed. She had been sitting on 
the window sill playing with the clothes- 





line. The mother ran to the yard, 
snatched the body from a _ neighbor’s 
arms, and, carrying it to a bedroom, 


tried frantically to revive the child. 
Dr. Wark, who was summoned from 
Fordham Hospital, was called to care 
for the grief-stricken mother. 

At 4:42 o'clock, Otto Schlinger, 39 
years old, of 341 East 119th Street, fell 
fifteen feet in a.new building at 210th 
Street and Bainbridge Avenue. He was 
taken to Fordham Hospital suffering 
from severe contusions of the head. 
Three minutes later, Marcus Altman, 
15 years old, of 347 Beekman Avenue, 
fell from a cherry tree at Boston Road 
and City Line and was taken to Ford- 
ham_ Hospital with a broken hip. 

Fifteen minutes after this accident, or 
at 5 o'clock, the second child was killed. 
This was Hannah Horn,,12 months old. |

rear yard with a fractured skull. She 
died in Lincoln Hospital.

BOCHINO’S ALTAR BURNED 
Re- 


But Devout Baltimorean Will 
place Shrine in His Garden. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, June 380.—Save for the} 
bronze statue of an angel, which, 
standing with one arm outstretched, de- 


fied the flames, the sacred altar, in- 
closed in a_ rose-colored pergola, of 
Michael Bochino, erected many years 
ago as a pledge of faith and gratitude 
to the Blessed Virgin, in the garden of 
his home at Fairmount Avenue and 
Eleventh Street, was to-day destroyed 
by fire. 

The altar cost $600. To Bochino it rep- 
resented a lifetime of gratitude for what 
seemed to him a miraculous raising al- 
most from the dead. When a boy he was 
stricken with a serious illness in Italy. 
When praying for his life to be spared, 
he declares a vision of the Virgin ap- 
peared before him. For a few minutes 
the vision stayed. Then, the earnest 
Bochino declares, he fell into a dream- 
less sleep. From that time he began 
to improve, and in two weeks he was 
up and about. 

The vision appeared to Bochino on one 
Aug. 22. Not a year since then—and it 
was forty-seven years ago—has Bochino 
failed to keep the day by a religious 
ceremony in honor of the Virgin. All 
of Little Italy annually attends this 
thanksgiving service. 

“T will build a new altar,’”’ said Bo- 
chino to-night, ‘“‘in time to keep my 
faith with the Blessed Virgin.” 


APPOINTMENTS TO BENCH. 


Mayor’'to Name Four Magistrates 
and Special Sessions Judge. 


Mayor Gaynor is expected to appoint 
to-day a Justice of the Court of Special 
Sessions at a salry of $9,000 a year, and 
four City Magistrates, two in Manhat- 
tan, one in the Bronx, and one in 
Brooklyn, at a salary of $7,000 each. The 
term of Justice Joseph M. Deuel of the 
Court of Special Sessions expired at 
midnight, and the Mayor may reappoint 
him. The Magistrates are to be appoint- 
ed under the new law which went into 
effect at midnight, empowering him to 
appoint additional Magistrates on the 
application of the Board of Magistrates 
by a two-thirds vote. ; 

One of the new Magistrates is to pro- 
vide for the Court of Domestic Relations 
in the new County of the Bronx. For- 
mer State Senator George M. S. Schulz 
is a candidate for the place. It was ru- 
mored yesterday that the Mayor intend- 
ed to appoint Borough President Steers 
of Brooklyn to the Magistracy in that 
borough, and that Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Louis H. Pounds is slated to 
succeed him as Borough President. It 
was also rumored that the Mayor in- 
tended to select Thomas Nolan, a Dep- 
uty Assistant District Attorney, and 
John A. L. Campbell, a lawyer who has 
filled in from time to time as Magistrate 
during the illness of Magistrate Breen, 
to the two Manhattan positions. 











JAILED FOR BRIBE OFFER. 


Los Angeles Man Asked Senator to 
Get Him a Job for $1,000. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 30.—Charies 
Ercanbrack, the Santa Barbara carpen- 
ter who wrote a letter offering United 
States Senator John D, Works $1,000 if 
the Senator would obtain for him the 
appointment as Postmaster at Santa 
Barbara, pleaded guilty in the Federal 
District Court to-day to the indictment 
charging him with an attempt to bribe 
a public officer. 

Ereanbrack told the court that, he 
had no intention of trying to bribe Sen- 
ator Works when he sent him the _ let- 
ter. He wanted the money to be taken, 
he said, merely as a retaining. fee, Sen- 
atoc Works to act as his legal agent in 
getting the job for him. By that means, 
he explained, he expected to create a 
surprise among the aspirants for, the 
Postmastership by landing the _ posi- 
tion as a:dark horse. 

Judge Olin Wellborn sentenced Ercan- 
brack to pay a fine of $250 and serve 
two months in the county jail at Santa 
Barbara. The Judge said. at first the 
carpenter should spend four months_in 
jail, but when Mrs. Ercanbrack and her 
daughter fainted, he reduced the sen- 
tence by two months, .

Heath Writes to Mayor About 
the Conditions She Found. 


Mrs. Julian Heath, President of the 
National Housewives’ League, has writ- 
ten to Mayor Gaynor and a number of 
other city officers protesting against 
what she calls the insanttary condition 
of old Washington Market.

SEES NO ERROR IN TRIAL 





Unsigned Telegram, Says Court, 
Was .Proper Evidence—To Take 
- ex-Seriator’s Photograph. 





Pending his appeal trom a conviction 
for bribery, ex-State Senator Stepiien 
J. Stilwell of the Bronx must begin to 
serve his sentence of not less than four 
or more than eight years in Sing Sing 
Prison. Supreme Court Justice Giez- 
erich handed down a cecision yesterday 
denying: to Stilwell a certificate of rea- 
Sonable doubt, which would have. pci- 
mitted his release upon. bail pending 
his appeal. Since his conviction -Stii- 
well has occupied a cell in.the Tombs. 

After careful examination of the rec- 
ord of Stilwell’s trial and consideration 
of the legal points raised by his coun- 
sel, Justice Giegerich said that there 
was no reasonable ground for believing 
that the conviction would be upset upon 
appeal. In making his decision Justice 
Giegerich said he had given due weight 
to the fact that the application was 
one of great importance to Stilwell and 
of ‘‘ exceptional importance to the pub- 
lic, because of the character of the 
crime charged and the power of the 
office held by the defendant.” 

Justice Giegerich denied the contep- 
tion in Stilwell’s behalf that there had 
been error in the admission of evidence 
on the trial of an unsigned telegram 
addressed to Senator Stilwell, whicn 
George H. Kendall, President of tie 
New York Bank Note Company, testi- 
fied he liad sent. It was Kendall who 
said Stilwell had solicited, a bribe from 
him in connection with legislation. 

“It was shown,” said Justice Gieger- 
ich in his opinion, ‘‘ that Kendall dic- 
tated it; that his secretary sent it from 
New York to Albany; that it was re- 
ceived in:the Albany office of the tele- 
graph company, a copy of the message 
being preserved and produced, and that 
it was delivered by a messenger to one 
of the regular attendants at the gate of 
tne railing at the entrance to the cham- 
ber of the Senate, of which the defend- 
ant was a member. In addition to all 
this, there;was the testimony of Kendall 
that he subsequently had a telephonic 
conversation with tne defendant, in 
which the latter asked what he meant 
by the telegram. The defendant denies 
that he ever received the message. 
needs no argument to show that under 
such circumstances it was the plain 
duty of tne court to admit the telegram 
in evidence and leave it to the jury to 
determine the question of credibility. 

Justice Giegerich dismissed entirely 
the. Stilwell contention that Stilwell'’s ac- 
quittal by the Senate acted as a bar to 
his trial on an indictment for crime. He 
said: ; 

“Tt would be unfortunate if such were 
the law. But it is not the law. Even a 
judgment of impeachment and removal 
from office does not exempt the one im- 
peached from indictment and punish- 
ment according to law. The Constitu- 
tion does not protect members of tne 
Legislature by declaring that ‘for any 
speech*or debate in either house of the 
Legislature the members shall not be 
questioned in any other place. The 
present case forcibly shows how un- 
fortunate for society it would be if such 
constitutional immunity extended so far 
as is claimed on behalf of the defendant. 

“Complaint seems to be made that the 
conviction of the defendant is an en- 
croachment by one independent depart- 
ment of the Government on the pre- 
regatives of another. But there is no 
such encroachment. The defendant's 
counsel may be right in his claim that 
the determination of the Senate is con- 
clusive on the defendant's qualification 
to sit in that body. That determination 
the courts have not sought to reverse or 
in any wise afféct. : : 

“But in like matter that determination 
in nowise touches the right-and duty of 
the eourts to proceed in the customary 
way ‘to exercise their powers by im- 
peachment and conviction and imprison- 
ment, if that is the suitable punishment 
and if such imprisonment prevents the 
attendance of the Senator at the ses- 
sions of the legislative body of which he 
has been found a fit member; that con- 
sequence is only an incident of the per- 
formance by one Governmental depart- 
ment ‘of its constitutional functions and 
is not an invasion of the powers of 
another department.” 

Sheriff Harburger had not. received a 
copy of the order entered by Justice 
Giegerich before his office closed vester- 
day afternoon. He said he would take 
Stilwell te Sing Sing Prison as soon’ as 
a copy was served upon him, halting at 
Police Headquarters only long enough to 
have Stilwell photographed and meas- 
vred for the Bureau of Criminal Indenti- 
fication, according to law. 


EXPLORER BLAMES CLERGY. 





Stefansson Says They. Attacked His 
Plan*for Saving the Eskimos. 


SEATTLE, June 30.—Vilhjalmar Stef- 
ansson, who will sail for Nome to-mor- 
row to take charge of the arctic ex- 
ploring expedition under the auspices 
of the Canadian Government, was the 
guest of the College Club at luncheon 
to-day, and made what he expected to 
be his last public address for nearly 
three and a“half “years. He said: _ 

“T am going. on a strictly scientific 
expedition for the. Canadian Govern- 
ment. There is an unexplored area of a 
million square miles in-the arctic, and 
we will try to learn what ‘it contains. If 
there is land it probably is uninhabited. 
If inhabited its people must be Eski- 
mos. 

Stefansson spoke with-deep feelgig of 
the misrepresentation he had suffered 
because of his recommendation: to the 
Canadian Government ‘that all white 
people be barred from Eskimo territory 
to protect the natives from extermina- 
tion by disease, especially measles. In 
this connection he said: 

“T have been quoted as particularly 
wishing missionaries excluded and have 
been attacked violently by the Canadian 
clergy in consequence. I sought to have 
all civilized peoples kept away from the 
Eskimos, who are healthy, prosperous, 
contented, and have as good morals as 
our own. _I thought an appeal to the 
Government to protect these people 
needed no diplomacy. I believed every 
humane person would approve my ap- 
peal. Some. persons might be indiffer- 
ent to the fate of the Eskimos, I 
thought, butit never occurred to me 
that I should meet active opposition in 


my effort to save the natives from 
destructioh.”’
